RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Jan. 7.— 
It was already dusk—a summer dusk 
—when Rio fhe incomparable became 
visible. Our tall ship passed from the 
surge of the open sea between high 
headlands into the penoetet stillness 
of the mighty harbor. 

Eleven days before we had turned 
our backs on gathering winter and 
sailed through early fall back into 
summer and from that again into the 
last days of lingering springtime. 

Roy Nash, that enthusiastic friend 
and severe critic of the Brazilians, de- 
scribes Rio de Janeiro as “ the loveli- 
est city that sits beside the seven 
seas.” It has been compared with 
Naples, with Stamboul, with Beirut;

Snuggled Under Mountains.

The opposing genéral will be George 
BE. Brennan, Democratic national com- 
mitteeman, who, with a fighting minor- 
ity, will seek to break up the drive for 
the sole purpose of preventing the 
election of national convention dele 
gates. He wants a solid Illinois dele- 
gation for Al Smith and the only way 
to get it is not by the election but the 
. convention route. 


Paths Open to Brennan. 


And there are fully a dozen ways 
in which Brennan might reach his 
objective. The simplest way, andé 
the only ‘one thus far discussed in the 
press, would be to prevent the gov- 
ernor from lining up the 102 votes 
constituting. twothirds of the lower 
house or the 34 in the senate which 
constitute the two-thirds majority 
necessary to put legislation into im- 
mediate effect. 

If he can do that the governor might 
still pass his bills by a majority vote 
but they would not become laws until 
July 1. That date is after the Demo- 
cratic national convention and under 
those conditions the delegates to that 
meeting would be chosen by some 
form of state convention or a com 
nation of state and congressional 
trict conventions.

were set for numbers of transits, gross 
tonnage, tolls earned, and cargo 
shipped. 

December, 1923, was the previous 
month for record traffic. Beginning 
in 1922, shipments of oil from the Call. 
fornia fields were responsible for a 
sudden increase in business at the 
canal. Tankers comprised three 
eighths of our traffic in 1923. Near the 
end of that year the oil shipments be 
gan to decline. At present less than 
one-fourth of our traffic at the canal is 
made up of tank ships. 

Likely to Continue. 

Offsetting 
traffic there has been an important 
development in trade of general cargo 
and passenger ships. Part of this is 
due to shipments of wheat fro: Brit- 
ish Columbia and tite northwestern 
United States, part to a greater trade 
between the west coast of the United

Operatic Farce 
Is Great Success 


By Edward Moore. 


S interesting an experiment as the Chicago Opera 

ever tried in all its existence Was to present “ Die 

Fiedermaus,” “ The Night Bird,” “The Bat,” or how- 

ever you prefer to call it on New Year's eve. By the 
way, it will be sung again tomorrow night. 

Here was farce in all its unrighteous lack of uplift, sung 
to dance tunes that made not the 
slightest pretense of educational 
value, in English, and a success. 
The ordinary operagoérs seemed 


solemnly acclaiming heads. Per- 
haps “The Bat” is now old 
enough to pass for a classic. Per- 
haps they had read somewhere 
that Brahms himself used to speak 


hearted tunes. Perhaps they were 
even swept out of their inhibitions 
by Strauss himself. That would 
be the greatest triumph of all. 

At any rate there was every 
sign that the performance hit the 
fancy of the populace, and every 
reason to believe that this new 
page of operatic history should 
have other items of like kind 
added to it. One reason that it went across to such effect 

was that the great cast that appeared in it treated it as 
ionintiy as though they had been rehearsing a new oper- 
atic tragedy. For comedy on the stage is a serious matter 
to those who are doing it. One wonders why there is such 
a prevalent notion that there is something ignoble or low 
caste about laughter. That idea has done more than any- 
thing else to hold back the development of American music. 


Characters Lack Human Qualities. 


One may admit, likewise, that in certain spots “ The 
Bat™ shows signs of age. Its book was written at a time 
when all that was demanded of a comic book was that its 
characters should say and do amusing things. The char- 
acters in “The Bat” live up to the formula. They say and 
do amusing things, but the trouble is that they do not do 
anything else. There is not a drop of blood in any of them. 
Cut open any character of “ The Bat,” and instead of any- 
thing approaching a human organism you will find the 
strings and the springs of marionettes. 


In that respect “The Bat” is old fashioned. What saves

it is its scores, those cheery waltzes and mazurkas and

For Johann Strauss was not the only person 
who wrote good light music. There are the Gilbert and Sul- 
livan scores, though these, too, have the disadvantage of 
having hardened into classics. Victor Herbert wrote more 
good light music than any of them, but he had the handicap 
of books that did not live. There were times when it 
seemed as though Herbert could set anything to music. I 
used to think that he could have made a fascinating melody 
aut of any given page of the telephone directory if he had 


. peen so disposed. 


Rejuvenation Would Help. 


So, why not rejuvenate ‘‘The Bat” in both words and 
music? Inject an idea that would put some degree of hu- 
manity into the characters, throw out some of the thinner 
music and add some more that keeps in character but is 
a bit warmer. 7 

This, no doubt, would be termed sacrilegious trifling 
with a classic, but as a matter of fact when Mr. Weber and 
Mr. Moore were preparing the piece, they did just that, and 
in several cases their alterations were improvements. They

normal man does not marry a woman thinking 


by convention I mean the rules that are made by a sort of 
general acclamation, and without any regard to the merits of 
a particular case. The contented husband is that one who 
is too wise to resist these rules. He accepts them as unques- 
tioningly as he accepts the gradual hardening of his arteries. 
He says and does, not what it would be most natural and ex- 
hilarating to say and do, but what he is expected to say and 
do. Having acquiesced in the conventional assumption that 
marriage is for eternity, he acts upon the assumption that it 
really is. Having made solemn oath to be a good husband, 
he tries his Jevel damndest to be one. | 

How he arrives at this program, it seems to me, is of 
small importance, He may come to it romantically or he may 
come to it cynically. The essential thing is that, having 
come to it, he has disposed at one stroke of the one thing 
that wrecks more marriages than anything else, and that is 
simple lack of trust. He has become a trustworthy man, and 
hence, to all intents and purposes, a good husband. For it is 
mutual trust, even more than mutual interest, that holds 


human associations together, the small as well as the great. 
Our friends seldom profit us, but for all that they make us 
feel safe. We know, or think we know, exactly what they 
will do in any given situation. They take the hazard out of 
life, and put in security. Marriage is a scheme to accomplish 
precisely the same end. 
ba 

The trouble with the companionate scheme, by whatever 
name it may be called, is that it destroys this security and 
this trust. Neither party can ever be quite sure of.the other, 


and hence neither can give the other full confidence. How 


can any such arrangement be called a marriage, which, as 
any lawyer will tell you, is not a contract but a status? It 
is, in point of fact, not a marriage at all, but simply an agree- 
ment to live together, and not even for a definite time. Obvi- 
ously, such an agreement has no substance; it may be termi- 
nated for a whim. And equally obviously, the parties to it, 
knowing its terms, cannot give each other -their full confi- 
dence. > | 
The advocates of the companionate scheme, seeing clearly 
enough that it thus destroys the confidence which is at. the 
bottom of genuine marriage, have sought to get rid of the 
elements which make confidence especially necessary. hat 
is to say, they have tried to get rid of children and of com- 
mon property. The eompanions, it appears, are to avoid par- 
at least for a considerable time. And the wife is te 
Once the agree- 
ment is terminated, each party is to be restored to the status 
quo ante. Neither has any further interest in the other. 
But all that, it seems to me, simply makes the antecedent 
marriage, or whatever you chose to call it, a mockery. A

possible enemy; he marries her thinking of her as a perpetual 
friend. He is not only willing to give her his full confidence: 
he is eager to do it. His delight in her is his complete trus' 
in her. His desire is for a complete merging of their inter- 
ests, and, in so far as it is humanly possible, of their person- 
alities. But how now, if he finds that she is not his one irrev- 
ocable friend, but the one who can desert him the easiest, and 
at the least risk of legal and social censure? Is there. any 
chance of happiness in that arrangement? If there is, then 
all that has been taught aboyt human psychology is false. 


I speak, of course, of normal men and women, with the 


7 usual tastes, prejudices, yearnings and sentimentalities. There 
may be extraordinary folk to whom some one or other of the 


current substitutes for marriage may be satisfactory, but cer- 
tainly there can’t be many of them. One hears of an occa- 
sional husband and wife living in separate houses or even in 
different towns, and pursuing unrelated and disparate ayoca- 
tions, but usually that news is only an ‘advance notice of a 
lively divorce suit. 

For most persons, I believe, such palpable artificialities 
The normal man does not want 
to keep his wife as far away as he can, with no continuing 
share in his daily life; he wants her to share it. It is, indeed, 
precisely her sharing of it that makes her his wife, and not 
a mere casual acquaintance. The essence of their relation 
lies in its merging of interests, hopes, fears, sorrows, tri- 
umphs, glories. Once there is division in that direction the 
whole thing falls to pieces. It has ceased to be a marriage 
and become merely an intermittent week-end. 

The advocates of the companionate nonsense, to do them 
justice, see that much clearly. They assume a community 
of life: the husband and wife are to live together quite con- 
ventiorally. But they overlook the fact that a true commun- 
ity of life is impossible without a community of interest—that 
the tie, to be binding, must lie in something stronger than 
simple physical proximity. More accurately, they recognize 
the defect, but seek to dispose of it by arguing that the tie 
cught to be loose—that it is most comfortable when it may 
be thrown off at will. But that is simply arguing that the 
solution of the marriage problem is to be not married. 

_ My private belief, the fruit of the excessive meditation I 
have mentioned, is that the true solution lies in hanging all 
the current reformers and going back to Bach. The plain 


fact about marriage is that it is a magnificent sentimentality, 


or it is nothing. The moment any effort is made to change its 
ancient terms, that moment it becomes something else, and 
something a great deal more unpleasant than it was before. 
The reformers with their novelties only succeed in making 
their customers unhappy. The really happy married couples, 
now as always, are those who accept the conventionalities and 
responsibilities of their holy estate willingly, and even think- 
ingly. To attempt to rationalize it is to destroy it. 

_ ‘There are, to be sure, persons to whom marriage of the 
conventional sort, or, indeed, of amy sort,-is a sheer psychic 
impossibility. I know plenty of them. They lack that yearn- 
ing for intimate and unbroken companionship which is nor- 
mal to the human race. They are slow to yield their confi- 
dence. Adventurous by nature, they set no value upon secur- 
ity. But the thing to do with these odd fish is to let them 
alone, and not try to lure them into marriage by changing its 
terms. For when they are fetched they are fetched only 
transiently, and in the ensuing smash there can only be un- 
happiness for all concerned. 

The average man, luckily for posterity, is not ‘of that sort. 


“Adventure does not enchant him; it merely alarms him. He 


does not want to be free; he wants to be secure. In the pres- 
ence of women, the chief hazards of the male, such a man is 
uneasy and unhappy. He sees in every glittering, provoca- 
tive eye a menace to his peace and safety, and in every flash 
of rouge a plain warning. What he yearns for with a great 
yearning is a safe harbor from such perils. He pines for a 
sweet one who will capture him, and so cease chasing him— 
and what is more, protect him from the chase of others. 

To the needs of such a man, it seems to me, the monog- 
amy that prevailed among us until the reformers got loose 
is admirably adapted. It not only makes him feel safe; it 
also gives him a high purpose in life, and a feeling that he is 
somehow honorable, laudable ‘and deserving. Giving him 
some one to trust, it makes him trustworthy himself. He its 
at peace, and hence happy. The reformers with their prattle 
only disquiet and alarm ‘him. I renew my suggestion that 
they be hanged.

S$ interesting an experiment as the Chicago Opera 

ever tried in all its existence was to present “ Die 

Fiedermaus,”’ “ The Night Bird,” “The Bat,” or how- 

ever you prefer to call it on New Year's eve. By the 
way, it will be sung again tomorrow night. 

Here was farce in all its unrighteous lack of uplift, | sung 
to dance tunes that made not the 
slightest pretense of educational 
value, in English, and a success. 
The ordinary -operagoers seemed 
to be entirely captivated by the 


solemnly acclaiming heads. Per- 
haps “The Bat” is now old 
enough to pass for a classic. Per- 
haps they had read somewhere 
that Brahms himself used to speak 
in terms of envy of Strauss’ light 
hearted tunes. Perhaps they were 
even swept out of their inhibitions 
by Strauss himself. That would 
be the greatest triumph of all. 
At any rate there was every 
sign that the performance hit the 
fancy of the populace, and every 
reason to believe that this new 
Page of operatic history should 
have other items of: like kind

One wonders why there is such 
a prevalent notion that there is something ignoble or low 
caste about laughter. That idea has doné more than any- 
thing else to hold back the development of American music.

Characters Lack Human Qualities. 

One may admit, likewise, that in certain spots ‘‘ The 
Bat” shows signs of age. Its book was written at a time 
when all that was demanded of a comic book was that its 
characters should say and do amusing things. The char- 
acters in “ The Bat” live up to the formula. They say and 
do amusing things, but the trouble is that they do not do 
anything elise. There is not a drop of blood in any of them. 
Cut open any character of “ The Bat,” and instead of any- 


. thing approaching a human organism you will find the 


strings and the springs of marionettes. 


In that respect “ The Bat” is old fashioned. What saves 
it is its scores, those cheery waltzes and mazurkas and 
other pretty tunes of oki Vienna. Not that they maintain 
a perfect score on vitality. A few of them, a polka or some 
such matter, have begun to wear thin. 

All of which 
“The Bat.” For Johann Strauss was not the only person 
who wrote good light music. There are the Gilbert and Sul- 
livan scores, though these, too, have the disadvantage of 
having hardened into classics. Victor Herbert wrote more 
good light music than any of them, but he had the handicap 
of books that did not live. There were times when it 
seemed as though Herbert could set anything to music. I 
used to think that he could have made a fascinating melody 
ut of any given page of the telephone directory if he had 


peen so disposed. 
= * 


Rejuvenation Would Help. 


So, why not rejuvenate “The Bat” in both words and 
music? Inject an idea that would put some degree of hu- 
manity into the characters, throw out some of the thinner 
music and add some more that keeps in character but is 
a bit warmer. * 

This, no doubt, would be termed sacrilegious trifling 
with a classic, but as a matter of fact when Mr. Weber and 
Mr. Moore were preparing the piece, they did just that, and 
in several cases their alterations were improvements. They 
translated, not always literally, but in a way to help the 
fun; they dismissed ome character entirely, the one played 
conventionally by a woman—who is desperately unfunny— 
and put Mr. Mojica in her place; they interpolated musical 


numbers into the second act. 


Why not go further? For example, since it will not 
always be possible to have Miss Toti Dal Monte with her 
crystalline coloratura, why not make an orchestra] selection 
or two from the exhilarating répertoire of Paul Whiteman? 


Good-by to “ Falstaff.” 

The opera company says that it is putting several of its 
pieces away into the warehouse for the season. In at least 
one case, “ Falstaff,” this classifies as bad news. “ Falstaff” 
is one of the and great performances of the 
company. All it needs is to be sung in English, and it will 
thereby become a better show than “The Merry Wives of 
Windsor,” upon which it is based. 

Here is another case of tampering with the classics, but 
it is true that Boito produced a tighter, more compact, and 
less sprawling play than Shakespeare himself. It is also 
true that Verdi’s golden music is a better medium to project 
the fun of the piece than the speaking voices of actors. 
There is music for the singers which is the pure essence of 
comedy, and there is the continual, chuckling comment of 
the orchestra beneath them. Also it is superbly cast, and 
there is enouch resemblance between the cast of “ Falstaff °’ 
and that of “The Bat” to make it certain that it could be 
done, and wel] done, in English.

The Holy Estate 


By H. L. Mencken. 


S a bachelor and hence a neutral, I find myself com- 
pletely convinced after thirty years of laborious observa- 
tion and incessant meditation, that the happiest mar- 
riages are those which are the most conventional. Thus 
the shocking theorizing of my eminent friend, Judge Ben B. 
Lindsey, leaves me unmoved. All his companionate marriage 
scheme would accomplish, accepting it at its best, would be 
to provide an easy means of dissolving marriages that were 
already wrecked. But what the world needs is something that 
will save marriages that are merely wobbling. 
It is my belief that this salvation is achieved by conven- 


| tion far more often than it is achieved by anything else. And 


by convention I mean the rules that dre made by a sort of 
general acclamation, and without any regard to the merits of 
a particular case. The contented husband is that one who 
is too wise to resist these rules. He accepts them as unques- 
tioningly as he accepts the gradual hardening of his arteries. 
He says and does, not what it would be most natural and ex- 
hilarating to say and do, but what he is expected to say and 
do. Having acquiesced in the conventional assumption that 
marriage is for eternity, he acts upon the assumption that it 
really is. Having made solemn oath to be a good nustand, 
he tries his level damndest to be one. 

How he arrives at this program, it seems to me, is of 
small importance, He may come to it romantically - he may 
come to it cynically. The essential thimg is that, having 
come to it, he has disposed at one stroke of the one thing 
that wrecks more marriages than anything else, and that is 
simple lack of trust. He has become a trustworthy man, and 
hence, to all intents and purposes, a good husband. For it is 
mutual trust, even more than mutual interest, that holds 


human associations together, the small as well as the great. 
Our friends seldom profit us, but for all that they make us 
feel safe. We know, or think we know, exactly what they 
will do in any given situation. They take the hazard out of 
life, and put in security. Marriage is a scheme to accomplish 
precisely the same end. 
oe 3 

The trouble with the companionate scheme, by whatever 
name it may be called, is that it destroys this security and 
this trust. Neither party can ever be quite’sure of the other, 
and hence neither can give the other full confidence. How 
can any such arrangement be called a marriage, which, as 
any lawyer will tell you, is not a contract but a status? It 


' is, in point of fact, not a marriage at all, but simply an agree- 
, ment to live together, and not even for a definite time. 


Obvi- 
ously, such an agreement has no substance; it may be termi- 
nated for a whim. And equally obviously, the parties to it, 
knowing its terms, cannot give each other.their full confi- 
dence. 

The advocates of the companionate scheme, seeing clearly 
enough that it thus destroys the confidence which is at the 
bottom of genuine marriage, have sought to get rid of the 
elements which make confidence especially necessary. That 
is to say, they have tried to get rid of children and of com- 
mon property. The companions, it appears, are to avoid par- 
enthood, at least for a considerable time. . And the wife is te 
have no claim upon the husband's estate. 
ment is terminated, each party is to be restored to the status 
quo ante. Neither has any further interest in the other. 

But all that, it seems to me, simply makes the antecedent 
marriage, or whatever you chose to call it, a mockery. A 
norma) man does not marry a woman thinking of her as a 
possible enemy; he marries her thinking of her as a perpetual 
friend. He is not only willing to give her his full confidence: 
he is eager to do it. His delight in her is his complete trus’ 
in her. His desire is for a complete merging of their inter- 
ests, and, in so far as it is humanly possible, of their person- 
alities. But how now, if he finds that she is not his one irrev- 
ocable friend, but the one who can desert him the easiest, and 
at the least risk of legal and social censure? Is there any 
chance of happiness in that arrangement? If there is, then 
all that has been taught aboyt human psychology is false. 

I speak, of course, of normal men and women, with ‘the 

usual tastes, prejudices, yearnings and sentimentalities. There 


may be extraordinary folk to whom some one or other of the 


current substitutes for marriage may be satisfactory, but cer- 
tainly there can’t be many of them. One hears of an occa: 
sional husband and wife living in separate houses or even in 
different towns, and pursuing unrelated and disparate avoca- 
tions, but usually that news is only an advance notice of a 
lively divorce suit. 

For most persens, | believe, such palpable artificialities 
would be quite impossible. The normal man does not want 
to keep his wife as far away as he can, with no continuing 
share in his daily life; he wants her-to share it. It is; indeed, 
precisely her sharing of it that makes her his wife, and not 
a mere casual acquaintance. The essence of their relation 
lies in its merging of interests, hopes, fears, sorrows, tri- 
umphs, glories. Once there is division in that direction the 
whole thing falls to pieces. It has ceased to be a marriage 
and become merely an intermittent week-end. 

The advocates of the companionate nonsense, to do them 
justice, see that much clearly. They assume a community 
of life: the husband and wife are to live together quite con- 
ventiorally. But they overlook the fact that a true commun- 
ity of life is impossible without a community of interest—that 
the tie, to be binding, must lie in something stronger than 
simple physical proximity. More accurately, they recognize 
the defect, but seek to dispose of it by arguing that the tie 


| cught to be loose—that it is most comfortable when it may 


be thrown off at will. But that is simply arguing that the 
solution of the marriage problem is to be not married. 

My private belief, the fruit of the excessive meditation I 
have mentioned, is that the true solution lies in hanging all 
the current reformers and going back to Bach. The plain 
fact about marriage is that it is a magnificent sentimentality, 
or it is nothing. The moment any effort is made to change its 
ancient terms, that moment it becomes something else, and 
something a great deal more unpleasant thon it was before. 
The reformers with their novelties only sticceed in making 
their customers unhappy. The really happy married couples; 
now as always, are those who accept the convenitionalities and 
responsibilities of their holy estate willingly, and even think- 
ingly. To attempt to rationalize it is to destroy it. 

There are; to be sure, persons to whom marriage of the 
conventional sort, or, indeed, of amy sort, is a sheer psychic 
impossibility. I know plenty of them. They lack that yearn- 
ing for intimate and unbroken companionship which is nor- 


| mal] to the human race. They are slow to yield their confi- | 


dence. Adventurous by nature, they set no value upon secur- 
ity. But the thing to do with these odd fish is to let them 
alone, and not try to lure them into marriage by changing its 
terms. For when they are fetched they are fetched only 


transiently, and in the ensuing smash there can only be un- 


happiness for all concerned. 

The average man, luckily for posterity, is not of that sort. 
Adventure does not enchant him; it merely alarms him. He 
does not want to be free; he wants to be secure. In the pres 


| ence of women, the chief hazards of the male, such a man is 


uneasy and unhappy. He sees in every glittering, provoca- 
tive eye a menace to his peace and safety, and in every flash 
of rouge a plain warning. What he yearns for with a great 
yearning is a safe harbor from such perils. He pines for a 
sweet one who will capture him, and so cease chasing him— 
and what is more, protect him from: the chase of others. 

To the needs of such a man, it seems to me, the monog- 
amy that prevailed among us until the reformers got loose 
is admirably adapted. It not onty makes him feel safe; it 


also gives him a high purpose in life, and a feeling that he is . 


somehow honorable, laudable ‘and deserving. Giving him 
some one to trust, it makes him trustworthy himself. He is 
at peace, and hence happy. The reformers with their prattle 
only disquiet and alarm ‘him. I renew my suggestion that 


they be hanged. |

EW YORK, Jan. 7.—[{Special Correspondence. }—Broad-

There is no further circumstantial evidence of the authors’ 
intent to satirize our best known and best beloved stage 
family. The play is just a happy satire of the actor temper- 
ament, humanized by appealing characterizations and a loosely 
woven story of a proud theater group. 

Such drama as there is turns on the decision of Gwen 
Cavendish, representing the third generation of the living 
Cavendishes, to marry outside the profession and quit the 
stage. She wants happiness and a home a lot more than 
she wants a Cavendish career. 

But Julie, her mother, and Fanny, her grandmother, 
stand in opposition to her. Let her marry, yes. But a Cav- 
endish quit the stage? The idea is inconceivabie. 

Gwen does quit, however, for a year. And Julie, hearken- 

ing again to the pleading of a merchant lover, decides also 
to quit—until she hears of a new play with a perfect part 
for her. 

But finally, when Fanny Cavendish, at 80, stands with 
Gwen’s baby boy in her arms and toasts the portrait of Aubrey 
Cavendish, whom she had married on the stage of the Royal 
theater in England between matinée and night performances, 
she knows that the Cavendish heritage is secure. This Aubrey 
Cavendish II. will yet be the greatest Hamlet of his time. 
Then Fanny slips quietly away in death. 

‘ It is an affectionate and glamorous picture of the actors 
that the play draws, despite the fun it pokes at the wild young 
Tony Cavendish and a fatuous older brother and his wife. 

Haidee Wright plays the head of the family perfectly. 
Ann Andrews is a fine Julie, Sylvia Field the Gwen and Otto 
Kruger the Tony. The Broadway crowd, of course, is wild 
about the play. And I have a feeling that even when it ex- 
hausts the theater loving public it is still human and amusing 
and true enough to appeal to the casuals of the playgoing

Whirligig and 
Three Players 


By Figaro McGee. 
OOKING ON, the other night, as 
Mrs. Fiske, Henrietta Crosman, 
and Otis Skinner led their nu- 
merous troupe through Shak- 
spere’s urgent horseplay in the Illinois, I 
found myself Jaughing a deeper laugh 
and a heartier one than any of the 


many elicited by these seasoned, mei- 


lowed, and practical players, joined, in 
a day when new plays are not in their 
judgment .to be obtained for their re- 
spective talents, in a venture that 
ought to pay’ out, while saving them 
from the heartaches and the vicissi- 
tudes of experimenting with something 
new and untried. 

For here were three of the flaming 
rebels who, in the late ‘Nineties, set 
themselves up against the shrewd com- 
pact whereby it was hoped to control 
the business of the legitimate theaters 
of the land, while serving the theaters 
for their welfare. The dread Syndi- 
cate was composed mainly of Al Hay- 
man, Klaw & Erlanger, Charles Froh- 
man, Nixon & Zimmerman, and Rich & 
Harris; but, of course, it really includ- 
ed in its effective, because necessary, 
membership the owners or the lessees 
of all the theaters booked exclusively 
by the Syndicate. Thus, Harry J. 
Powers and the late Will J. Davis, as 
the lessees of the Syndicate houses in 
Chicago, were de-facto members. 


| 


Mrs. Fiske was the first to come out 
in defiance—or, rather, her husband 
was. Harrison Grey Fiske was at the 
time the owner and editor of the Dra- 


matic Mirror, a weekly trade-paper/| 


that took its revenue from the adver- 
tisements of the actors. Mrs. Fiske 
was newly emerged from a retirement 
of some years. As Minnie Maddern, 
she had been well known: as Mrs. 
Fiske, her name meant little or noth- 
ing to theater-goers. I believe the 
dispute with the Syndicate was about 
terms. Mr. Fike took the attitude 
that he would not be dictated to in 
matters of art, and charged that the 
Syndicate cared nothing for art, and 
only for money. Some of the more 
combustible newspapers, like the New- 
York World, butted into the dispute, 
although never really knowing what 
it was all about; and Mrs. Fiske, as a 
star, profited immensely by the adver- 
tising. She was booked into “ outlaw ” 
theaters; and local managers would 
make much of what they asserted was 
a monetary self-sacrifice in order to 
help out a fine little woman who was 
fighting the monsters of Mammon. 
She really took on and held the guise 
of a successful martyr for some years. 

Other rebels were Richard Mansfield, 
N. C. Goodwin, Francis Wilson, and, 
later on, James K. Hackett. Mansfield 
and Goodwin, big stars, never did 
much more than mutter; but Wilson, 
like Mrs. Fiske, tried to go it alone 
in theaters not controlled by the Syn- 
dicate. He tells, in his pallid and dis- 
appointing autobiography, that he at 
length surrendered because he could 
make more money under Syndicate 
management. 3

Mansfield, Skinner, Mrs. Fiske, and 
Miss Crosman, when they visited Chi- 
cago, showed their hatred of the Syn- 
dicate by playing in the Grand Opera- 
House, which was “ independent.” 


.| When, in 1900, Miss Crosman became 


highly vocal in airing her martyrdom, 
to and spoiled Mrs. Fiske's 


she cut 
solo ett. rebelled about that time, 
and made some foolish curtain- 


speeches about what he was doing for 
art. Sometimes, in cities where a the- 
ater of normal size was not available, 
these martyrs would take an opera- 
house, as large as or larger than the 
Chicago Auditorium, and make them- 
selves absurd by trying to fit their 
talents to its spaces and distances. 
They felt that their fight was all 
but won when David Belasco openly 
joined with them. I seem {p remember 
that he once accused Erlanger of try- 
ing to kill him by having a counter- 
weight dropped on him from the flies, 
or that Erlanger made that accusation 
of Belasco. It was all immensely 
comic, silly, and insincere: everybody 
concerned cared for nothing else so 
much as for money. The Syndicate 


wasn’t an eleemosynary institution, 


by any means; -but it was my observa- 
tion that, in the days of its strength, 
it did as much good as bad. Mans- 
field, Goodwin, Wilson,and Skinner in 
the course of time became Syndicate 
stars or the stars of managers close- 
ly allied with the Syndicate; and the 
rebellion may be said to have ended 
when Mrs. Fiske acted in a play put 
on by Frohman. Skinner, too, went 
to ibe Syndicate via the Frohman

Civic Music Groups 
Hold Convention 


HE only convention in the world 


of buyers,of concert attractions 

will be held in Chicago Jan. 12, 

13, and 14, when’ from 600 to 700. 
delegates to the fifth annual meeting | 
of Civic Music associations of the 
United States gather at the Stevens 
hotel to discuss the problems of their 
field and formulate plans for extend- 
ing their organization from the hun- 
dreds of towns and cities in which it 
now exists to wider territory. 

Managers of artists have had asso- 
ciations for many years, and have held 
conventions all over the country. Un- 
til the formation of the Civic Music as- 
sociations, however, the people who 
bought musical talent for concerts:were 
unorganized. For the, last four years 
the annual gathering of the Civic Music 
association delegates has proved a pe- 
riodic clearing house for the solution 
of problems common to all local impre- 
sarios, and for the dissemination of 
ideas which resulted in providing bet- 
ter music at reasonable prices to towns 
and cities Which might otherwise have 
been without it. 

Sessions of the convention will be 
held in the morning and afternoon on 
Thursday and Friday, Jan. 12 and 153. 
On Friday evening the delegates will 


be guests at a gala performance of “La 
Tosca’ in the Auditorium theater, es- 
pecially arranged by the Chicago Civic 
Opera company, and presenting an all- 
star cast which will feature Claudia 
Muzio, Charles Hackett, and Vanni- 
Marcoux. 

The convention will end with a 
luncheon at noon, Jan. 14, at which 
will be present the delegates, promi- 
nent opera stars, managers, and other 
luminaries of the operatic and concert 
field.

From the mountainous regions 
the Pyrenees comes the inspiration for 
this dignified ren- 
dering of a Span- 
ish type home. 

Observing its 
orientation first, 
one sees it faces 
south. However, 
owing to the dex- 
terous inclusion 
of abundant fen- 
estration through- 
out, the house can 
be built to face in 
any direction and 
still have satisfac- 
tory reeeption of 
light and air. Fur- 
thermore, as all 
rooms have win- 
dows opening 
either on the front or the rear, it 
would fit in a 35 foot city lot, no 
matter how closely a building might 
be erected on either side. 

The exterior walls are of a warm 

buff colored stucco, and the roof is of 
Spanish tile, of subdued tans and 
brown colors. All the exterior wood- 
work, including the balcony woodwork 
and shutters, are stained a deep, rich 
brown.

Discussing the Floors. 

The floors, as suggested by the ar- 
chitect, with the exception of the hall, 
kitchen, bath and terrace are of oak, 
stained and waxed or varnished. If 
desired the floors could be of masonry 
as there is ample precedent to justify 
masonry floors in the modern home. — 

In both old and modern days floors 
of atone, slate, brick, concrete and tile 
have been used generally through 
Italy, Spain, Francg, Enland and 
Greece. They have also been popular 
to a certain extent here in this coun- 
try for the last hundred or two hun- 
dred years. The color of masonry 
floors should be carefully selected so 
as to harmonize with the other deco- 
rations of the room.

A Convenient Arrangement. 

Tiles may be made to form a charm- | 
ing pattern in concrete, and marble 
and slate are often used together. For 
the natural products, such as slate, 
marble, tile and brick are linked to- 
gether by natural affinity so that they 
may be combined in many delightful 
ways. 

Here the main floor plan presents a 
econventionality of design, with its long 
living’ room, and its detached dining 
room and kitchen, which will appeal to 
many women.

A Wood Balcony. 


The kitchen, which has a service 
entry on the other side of the house, 
has a linoleum floor and a tile wainscot 
up to the window sills. There is a 
built in refrigerator with a door open- 
‘ing on to the service porch. 

The second floor hall opens on to a 
wood balcony. The woodwork of this 
balcony and all other woodwork is 
stained a deep brown. 

The three bedrcoms have plastered 
walls, tinted a light pink and gray 
green. The floors are pine. All 
closets have outside walls so that 
windows. could be built into all of 
them. 

The basement is entirely excavated 
excepting the space under the porch. 
If oil or gas were used to fuel, the fuel 
room could be converted into play 
space for the children. 

The cost of the house should run 
between $10,000 and $12,000 depending 
on locality.

when they hatch poultry experts ex- 
pect them to revolutionize the produc- 


tion, distribution, and consumption of 


the great American bird, which is now 
consumed in the home chiefly on 
Thanksgivipg and Christmas day. 
There is nu reason why turkeys can- 
not be eaten in the home at various 
seasons in the year, the same as chick- 
ens, pork, and beef, if producers can 
raise a bird to meet the consumptive 
demand. In Daniel Boone's day tur- 
keys were eaten in the fall, winter, 
and spring—not saved up for Thanks- 
giving and Christmas—providing the 
hunter had caps and balls for his rifle 
and could find a wild gobbler. 
- A century has brought about many 
changes. Today the average family 
buys a turkey once or twice a year 
Guring the two winter holiday seasons. 
The turkey is then usually forgotten 


until Thanksgiving rolls around again. . 


No Need for Press Agent. 

This bird does not need a press 
agent. No one has started an “eat 
more turkey’ campaign to encour- 
age nation-wide home consumption. If 
they did it would probably fall flat 
because both toms and hens, as they 
are produced today, are too large to 
fit the modern roasters and ovens of 
most city homes. Turkeys weighing 
more than ten or twelve pounds can- 
not be used economically in the aver- 
age home, excepting at Thanksgiving 
end Christmas times when family 
celebrations are held. 

‘* After the holiday season is over 
dealers are forced to put the surplus 
into cold storage and take them out 
@s they are needed by hotels, restau- 
rants, clubs and steamboats. The 
home consumer still has his “ turkey 
tooth,” but seldom uses it except at 


holiday dinners, unless he goes to a | 


public eating house. 
Market for Squab Turkeys. 
The production of squab turkeys 


would put a practical sized bird on the , 


market and add a gamey meat vari- ; 
ety to the pork, beef and chicken diet. | 
With the proper breeding, development | 
and management of turkey under the 
mew methods of producing them in' 
confinement it seems possible

Caps than did the farmers in their 
successful attempt to produce cattle, 
hogs and chickens to meet the de- 
mands of the consumers.

The need for a squab or baby turkey : 
is just as great as it was for a baby 
beef. The day of the six or eight year 
old steer, weighing from 2,000 to 3,000 
pounds, has passed. The big bullock 
has been replaced by lighter animals 
weighing from 900 to 1,600 or 1,700 
pounds which can be produced in a 
comparatively short time. The day of 
tlle rangy turkey may soon pass, too. 
The tendency now is to select compact 
birds instead of long stringy legged 
ones that should be sold by.the foot, 
instead of by the pound. 

Research Work Valuable. 
No single factor will aid growers 


ore in meeting the demand for 
Smaller mature turkeys put on the 


Market at various times in the year 


than the newly discovered facts in 
connection with raising birds on lim- 
ited.areas. Tests on the raising of 
turkeys in confinement have been 
made within recent years at a few 
of the agricultural experiment sta- 
tions including Minnesota, Kansas, 
and Nebraska. It is now well known 
among poultry specialists that tur- 
keys can be raised on small areas suc- 
cessfully and that a vast range is not 
essential, as was once generally be- 
Heved among experienced farmers ana 
poultrymen. This belief was so well 


established that many midwestern) 


farmers with limited range sold their 
fiocks and went out of business. . 

William H. Lapp, director of the 
Poultry Reseaech Society of America 
and formerly with the Iowa State col- 
lege, says that the curtailment of tur- 
key production has been due to dis- 
ease, black head being the principle 
trouble maker. 

He said that many growers in the 
past have attributed the joss in turkeys 
to the fact that they cannot stand 
close confinement. “This opinior is 
erroneous because present turkey pro- 
Guction has proved conclusively that 
it can be done successfully in close 


for disease in turkeys is analageous 
to the condition existing in poultry— 
soi] contamination is one main factor 
fm producirfg these hazards,”’ said Mr. 


Lepp. 
Growers Misiled. 

. Growers were apparently misled be- 
cause they assumed that since range 
turkeys could not be fattened success- 
fully in close confinement there was 
mo way of raising this fowl on a lim- 
ited area, as they do chickens. Mr. 
Tapp points out that turkeys cannot 
bé brought in ‘off the range and fed for 
any length of time in a coop or pen, 
but that does not prove that those 
Which have been kept in close quarters 
from hatching time on cannot be fat- 
tened in confinement. Range turkeys 
worry and often die where they are 
¢poped up for fattening immediately 
before they are marketed. 

Scientific investigators have been so 
successful in raising turkeys on smal] 
@reas that, according to Mr. Lapp, 
many of therm are emphasizing the 
production of the birds in confine- 
ment. This practical authority is ° 
dering what effect these new trends 
will have on the turkey industry in 
the future. He is convinced that the 
influence will lead to the production of 
turkeys that will meet the demands 
of the consumer.

Difficulties Face 
W orld’s Fair of 1933 


By Mme. X. 


HERE seems to be quite a dt 

versity of opinion among Chi 

cago’s thoughtful and able cith 
: zens as to the desirability of try- 
ing to put over a second world’s fair 
in 1933. Some think it ts tempting 
fate and challenging our splendid past 
record. in this direction. These are 
their arguments: In the time of the 
Columbian exposition, thirty-five years 
or so ago, foreign travel was still in 
its infancy, as far as we Americans 
were concerned. Not more than 19,- 
000 tourists annually left this country 
for foreign tours. Today four or five 
hundred thousand Americans go forth 
to view the rest of the world each 
year. At the time of that first fair 
the products of other countries, their 
art and their industries, were of great 
interest to us when brought to the 
beautiful buildings that rose for that 
historic six months on the shores of 
Lake Michigan. 


Today, so prosperous and enterpris# 
ing are our citizens, they would rather 
travel and view these things in their 
natural setting than have them gath- 
ered here. Nor have we ourselves 
many products that are sufficiently 
unusual or interesting to tempt for- 
eigners to cross the seas and visit this 
midland metropolis. Added to this is 
the fact that no other nation today 
is prosperous enough to take pleasure 
trips to view our new civilization. Of 
the visible gold sxpply of the world 
of this age we have more than half, 
which means an economic situation 
not likely to promote travel to eur 
shores. 

= 


Too Little Time Allowed. 


Furthermore, the selection of 1933 ag 
our centennial gives but little time in 
which to create the new archipelage 
on which it is planned to rear the set 
of buildings to house the proposed 
exposition. Had the powers that be 
selected the centenary of the giving 
of a municipal charter to this at that 
time frontier settlement, which would 
be 1937, it would have given an added 
four years in which to create and per 
fect the enterprise. The previous date 
celebrates merely our acquiring of a 
license to be a village in the commen- 
wealth of Illinois. 


Still further objection to the scheme 
is founded on the lack of success which 
in recent years has attended enter 
prises of a similar nature. The Sesqui- 
centennial fair in Philadelphia, a year 
and a half ago, was a rather complete 
failure. The St. Louis exposition of, 
1904 fared little better. Even the 
Panama fair on the Pacific coast did 
not come up to what was expected in 
the way of attendance, though that 
was thirteen years ago, when we were 
younger and more ingenuous and eas 
ily pleased. 

The fair at Wembley, undertaken in 
England in 1924, chiefly as a grand 
rally of the British colonies and thé 
products:of those outlying territories, 
was far from attracting the expected 
throngs. It was reopened the next 
summer, with the hope that it would 
get a little more recognition and so 
make some additional money to help 
defray the bankrupting costs. This 
repetition was even more disastrous 
and discouraging than the first at- 


tempt, and went far to convince those 


who studied post-war expositions that 
the day for such enterprises had 
passed. 

This opinion was further strength- 
ened by the lack of success which at- 
tended the Decorative Arts exposition 
in Paris in 1926, which also failed to 
draw anything like the expected multi- 
tudes. In short, the truth seems to be, 
as held by many, that such fairs or 
expositions are out of date, old fash 
ioned and antequated. They have lost 
their appeal to the traveling pubiie, 
which demands more exciting, novel, 
and generally modern shows to entice 
it to come to this part of the world. 

In the suggéstion made by the W. 
G. N. to turn the 1933 Centennial inte 
a great athletic festival, with the 
Olympian games and similar big con- 
tests as the chief magnet, according 


-to the sapient, lies the sole possibility — 


of achieving for it anything approach-. 
ing a success, if one gauges success 
by attendance. Chicago wants not 
only to provide a good show then, buf 
also to have the world and his wife 
on hand to view it. Anything else 
would spell disaster to our hopes and 
plans.

Is of High Quality

aHE by Alfeo Fagei, 
one of the eight new exhibitions 
which opened just after Christ- 
mas at the Art institute, is of un- 
usual quality. bsolutely at odds with 
what foreign sculptors have shown us 
recently, it stands by itself. Where 
they exaggerate, Faggi refines. Where 
they bulk their subjects in the round 
and defy us to free for ourselves their 
jdea from the concrete pile of marble 
enfolding it, Faggi leaves no back- 
ground for his figure. He wipes awar 
everything material and presents us 
with the residue, the perfected im- 
pression, thin as a leaf, tenuous as a 

shade, fragile as a cameo. 

In this gallery where the Faggi 
sculpture stands there is no noise, 
no whisper of life, except perhaps the 
et murmer~ of a mother’s voice to 
her baby, or the silken rustle of skirts 
as a quaint little lady from the courts 
of other days paces a measure. 
that—a rustie and a whisper.

Faggi Creates a Silence. 


Phe rest is silence. There are dif- 
ferences in silence. Sometimes silence 
carries with it a threat; sometimes 
plack fear hides in its corridors; some- 
times a gay surprise and laughter 
peep from its windows. Silence is a 
condition of many degrees, a house, al- 
most, like heaven, with many man- 
sions. 

The Fagzi silence is that of an ema- 
cidred saint. Austere, cold, gentle, 
whittled to the essence of being, the 
Faggi silence breaks like a prayer on 
the hearing ear. Two apgels strike the 
clarion note of hope. Portrait busts 
draw back in unpretentious perfection. 
Two groups of mother and child warm 
the cold quiet. The fascinating lady, 
walking, “to whom reference has al- 
ready been made, sighs and smiles and 
treads pianissimo. A monk resolves in 
his Own figure the essence of the art. 
Pensive, ascetic, a little sad, romantic, 
austere—a little asleep—the sculpture 
of Faggi may quite practically be 
summed up in this handful of adjec- 
tives. ra 


Rassian Adds in to Life. 


A furious contrast to the tranquil 
beauty of the sculpture is seen in the 
room of gay decorative designs and 
igtage sets by the Russian, Serge Sud- 
aykin. Here there is life in plenty and 
a gayly dramatic life it is, with clowns 
and jack in the xes popping out at 
unexpected mom and jolly Punches 
and robust Judys showing off their 
finer tricks, exploding lik« firecrackers 
for our approval. 

’ The colors are gay, many of them 
truly Russian, with a lavish use of 
gold and red. The actions are amus- 
ing, the company fascinating. There 
is, to mention one,.a doll slide, the 
dolls slipping down, the smooth surface 
as boisterously and as happily as hu- 
mans. The pictures are clever and 
brilliant. This is more than a stage 
show, really. It is the painstaking 
work of an artist that we have here. 

Sudaykin is spoken of as the *“ man, 
who made Chauve Souris.” His deli- 
cacy of imagination and skill with col- 
ors lifted the Chauve Souris from the 
danger of banality and vulgarity into 
a performance of immense charm and 
made it one of the unforgettable en- 
ferprises of the theatrical world. The 
pemarkable settings Anna Pavlova has 
been enchanting her audiences with 
el] over the world on her recent tours 
are the work of Sudaykin, as are the 
@age settings used by the famous 
Dagilieff ballet in Paris and through- 


eut Europe, including the sensational 
“Tragedy of me,” by Florence 
Schmidt. 


Began Hic at 17. 
Bakst had the young Sudaykin paint 
many scenic sets for his productions 
in Paris. The Russian ballet and opera 
gave him many commissions when he 
Was but 21 years of age. At 17 Sud- 
aykin had painted and presented his 


' first stage production and three years 


later Maeterlinck commissioned him 
to do the production of his “ Sister 
Beatrice,” from which Max Reinhardt 
later evolved “The Miracle.” 

It is said that Sudaykin’s style has 
been called, by the critics, internation- 
al; that it includes elements of clas- 
Sicilsm, romanticism, impressionism, 
and cubism. He allows it to be con- 
sidered neo-cubist. Personally, I con- 
aider it specifically Russian and closely 
related to Bakst. it is modern and 
intelligible, and beauty is never sacri- 
ficed to sensationalism. His effects are 
legitimately secured. The current ex- 
hibition is the first of any size that 
Sudaykin has shown here and should 
not be missed.

kidnaping of a man’s wife was punish- 
able by two vears in prison and a fine 
at the discretion of the king. 

In the time of Henry VII.—1486— 
kidnaping was a felony, but only when 
it involved the theft of a woman, for 
marriage or ill treatment. In 1557 the 
specific crime of stealing girls under 
16 years of age was denounced by 
statute. 

The first American kidnaping on 
record took: place in 1654 when two 


Irish lads were stolen in tIreland, 
bundled on to the ship “ Goodfellow,”’ 
and taken to Boston to be sold. Al- 
most a century later, in 1729, Peter 
Williamson, an 8 year old boy, was 
stoien in Aberdeen, sold to a fellow 
countryman, Hugh Wilson, in Dela- 
ware. and, when the term of his em- 
ployment ran out, became a man of 
affairs in f¥is country. He wrote an 
exposé of the case, and was put in 
prison in Aberdeen until he took back 
the passage describing his kidnaping, 
which the authorities declared was a 
libel on the town. Later he was 
awarded $1,000 damages. 


THE jROSE CASE 


The preéminently sensational 
naping case this country is that of 
Charlie Ros The Loeb-Leopold case 
would take precedence over that, but 
the Loeb-Leopold case, like so many 
kidnaping cases, had another crime 
which was greater, and so the offenss 
ds not classified as kidnaping. 

™ Charles Ross, the 4 year old son of 
Christian K. Ross of Germantown, Pa., 
Was playing in the yard with his 
brother, Walter, one spring day in 
1874, when men came upon him and 
took him away. A ransom of $20.000 
was demanded. The boy’s relatives 
put the case in the hands of a detec- 
tive agency; a national search was in- 
stituted. Sut Charlie Ross has never 
been heard of in spite of the annual 
crop of contenders for the title. 

That sathe year Laura Hancock, 10, 
was stolen by the gypsies while play- 
ing in a blackberry patch near her 
home &t Jonesville, O. After years 
of search, her parents mourned her as 
dead, but in 1899 she escaped from the 
tribe and made her way back to her 
home. 
| THE CUDAHY CASE 


The next famous case was in 1900, 
on Dec. 18. Edward A. Cudahy Jr., son 
of a millionaire meat packer in Omaha, 
was then about 15 years old. About 
8. o'clock that night his father asked 
him to return some books to a neigh- 
bor. At the corner two men in a buggy 
accosted him. One posed as a sheriff 
and said young Cudahy was the man 
they wanted. The boy, thinking he 
Gould more readily establish his iden- 
tity at police headquarters, got into the 
buggy with the men. 

He was taken out into South Omaha 
and held in a shack. An armed guard 
was placed over him, but he was not 
harmed. Presently the boy’s father re- 
ceived this note: 

“If you want your boy, do this. Get 
into your buggy alone. Drive out five 
miles to where you.will see a red lan- 
“g- on a stick beside the road. Have 
a red lantern on your own bugey. 
$26,000 in gold with you. No one will 
bother you unless you have the police 
trailing. One wrong move may cost 
your boy’s life. We don’t want to hurt 
him, but we want the money.” 

Remembering the Ross case, Mr. 
Cudahy did not take the police with 
him. He carried the gold, 105 pounds 
in weight, in a bag to the designated 
strip of woodd¢, left it, and departed. 
Three hours later his son came home, 
unable to tell where he had been. Pat 
Crowe, a former employé of Mr. Cud- 
ahy, was sought. He gave himself up, 
pleaded that he was the victim of 
persecution, and served a short prison 
term. i 


bi BRINGS NEW LAWS | 


"Dhis case, like the Hickman case in 
California, aroused public opinion, es- 
pecially at the state legislatures. In 
TMinois, for instance, it brought about 
a new lew. The original statute fixed 
the penalty for kidnaping at a prison 
sentence of from one to five years, or 
a fine not exceeding $1,000, or both. 
If the Kidnaper were hooded, the fine 
could go as high as $2,000 ahd the 
prison term was from five to fourteen

A second law fixed the maximum 
penalty for the kidnaping of a child 
under twelve at life imprisonment.

Death, in case of a 
ransom-kidnaping, is still the penalty 
in Illinois. 


STATE LAWS VARY 


J 


Again in 1911, when the Bohemian 
community of Chicago was aroused 
over the kidnaping. of Elsie Paroubek, 
emergenecy legislation was asked, put- 
ting this crime on the same legal foot- 
ing as murder, and exacting the death 
penalty, regardless of the ransom mo- 
tive. But this was never incorporated 
into the law. 

There is no great uniformity in the 
state statutes. Delaware gives the 
death penalty when the kidnaped per- 
son is under 15. Life imprisonment 
is an alternative and is more usually 
invoked. Neither penalty can be given 
a parent who has taken his child, 
even after the court order has award- 
ed the child to the other parent. , 


Louisiana exacts the death penalty 
from a person who*has kidnaped a 
boy under 14, a girl under 12. Ala- 
bama’s punishment is from two to ten 
years in prison; Colorado is from one 
ito seven years. In Connecticut the 
penalty is a jail sentence not exceed- 
ing thirty years. In Idaho it is from 
one to ten years. In iowa it cannot 
be more than five years, with the pos- 
sibility also of a $1,000 fine. Kansas 
penalizes with from five to ten years 
of hard labor and Kentucky gives 
from one to twenty years. Maryland’s 
maximum sentence is twenty-one 
years and the longest term possible in 
Massachusetts is twenty-five vears. 


Michigan permits the penalty to be 
any term of years. In Montana it is 
not less than one year. Ohio has from 
one to twenty years, with a maximum 
of thirty years if ransom has been the

Numerous cases have developed late- 
ly of speculators and collectors of an- 
tique silver who have been.deceived by 
a.clever group of skillfull silver forgers. 
This group, which has a considerable 
knowledge of what period and pieces 
of silverware are in demand, first gets 
hold of old and damaged silverware at 
a small price. The members then pre- 
pare new silver copies of the antique 
ware. 
Their next step is to cut off the pe- 
riod stampings, the date of manufac- 
ture, the hallmark, and the maker's 
mark from the old silver and fit them 
to the imitation copies with hard sol- 
dering and hammering. 

The ordinary test of detecting such 

additions is to breathe on and around 

the marks, when the joints will show 
up if something has been added to the 
silver surface. But the silver forgers 
are so skillful this ordipary test is of 
no avail. .

CONTEMPT OF CRIMINALS ] 


He was smilingly contemptuous of 
those with whom he waged war. They 
threatened—well he could take care 
of himself. He knew there always was 
a chance that some fanatical half-wit, 


j|armed with knife or revolver, might 


catch him unawares. That was an 
inevitable risk and I do not think it 
weighed on his mind for an instant. 
He had his own ways. 

' One gentleman who ventured a swift 


jattack from behind im a Soho street 


dragged a limp and battered body back 
to his associates. Another, even 
more daring, audaciously attempted 
to win a martyr’s crown by bearding 
the. detective in his lair at Scotland 
Yard, He obtained admission on some 
pretext, but before he had a chance 
to fulfill his real purpose the quick 
eye of Melville had discerned a bulge 
in his pocket, which he diagnosed as 
a Smith and Wesson. With his two 
hands Melville administered justice. 
He could not afford to waste time in 
prosecuting such small fry. 

Melville was full of prompt resource. 
It came to him on the day of the re- 
ception of a foreign visitor that an 
anarchist employed at a wine store 
meant mischief. There was no time 
to probe the truth of the story, so, Mel- 
ville went to the store and, posing as 
a customer, got his man to take him 
dcwn to the wine cellars to show him 
a certain brand of champagne. The 
man went first with a light and un- 
locked the door of a particular cellar. 
A quick push from behind sent him 
headlong into the wine bins. Melville 
coolly turned the key, put it in his 
pocket, and held the other a prisoner— 
quite illegally—until the procession 
was over. 


DYNAMITE OUTRAGES 


In those days Great Britain was 


j wide open to any scalawag who called 


himself a political refugee, and as a 
consequence London was a center of 
‘clubs ’’’ to which doubtful characters 


of all nationalities resorted. Melville, 


as inspector and later as superintend- 
ent, harried these clubs with all the 


‘resources at his command. A special 


study was made of them, and little 
that took place within their walis was 
permitted to pass unreported. Pre- 
cautions were taken to watch danger- 
ous men and women who resorted to 
them, and many a plot was frustrated 
ere it was fairly concocted. 

“T had an extensive auxiliary force,” 
said Melville once, in chatting about 
his methods. 

Thus he réferred to his ‘spies in the 
inner councils of anarchy. With a 
slow smile he added: “I was perhaps 
the most heartily hated detective ever 
known.” 

It happened on a day that nearly 
half a ton of dynamite was stolen from 
a quarry in France. Hard upon this 
came a series of dynamite outrages. 
The author of some of these, a man 
named Ravachol, was betrayed by a 
waiter at the Café Very, and to avenge 
his arrest as a desperate crook, named 
Meunier, wrecked the®café with a bomb, 
killing several people. The French po- 
lice notified Melville that Meunier and 
another tigerish character, named 
Francois, were suspected to have taken 
refuge in England. They added that 
both men were murdere who had 
given proof that they would stop at 
nothing. 


ON THE TRAIL 


There was some doubt as to the 
attitude the British government of 
that time would take, for not many 
years before they had refused to per 
mit the arrest of persons strongly 
suspected of having been ceficerned in 
the murder of an archbishop of Paris. 
But Melville found there

No one jn the suburbs was 
likely to guess that a serene, silk- 
hatted gentleman, with neatly rolled 
umbrella, and a velvet collar to his 
overcoat, sipping a cup of tea with a 
companion, was one of the most 
dread détectives in the world, receiving 
reports and giving instructions to his 
emissaries. Any one of these latter 
ran the risk of a stab in the back on 
some dark night if it became known 
that they were holding communication 
with Melville. 


STRATEGY 


For weeks London was scoured 
without success. Both Francois and 
Meunier had friends and they seldom 
stayed long in one spot. Again and 
again Melville followed false trails. 
At last after many weary weeks one 
of his spies brought to him a rumor 
that Francois was lodging at a Soho 
house held by some persons of foreign 
name. 

Melville was inclined to think this 
might be another mare’s nest. In any 
case the information was not sufft- 
ciently solid to act upon without veri- 
fication. The situation was a little 
delicate, for the detective was disin- 
clined toward any overt move which 
would betray to the fugitive that his 
retreat had been discovered. He 
wished to take the man by surprise. 

His first move was to borrow a sheet 
of note paper from the local municipal 
authority. On this he wrote to the 
occupant of the house a formal letter, 
informing her that complaints had 
been made.of some person suffering 
from an infectious disease on tHe 
premises. therefore he waquild have 
te look over the place. He signed this 
with a fictitious: name as a “ sanitary 
inspector.” 


ELUDING THE NET 


Hard upon the delivery of the letter 
he appeared himself in the borrowed 
uniform of a local official.

It was 
officially kno@&n that the police were 
searching for a man, suffering from an 
infectious disease, who had escaped 
from quarantine. | 

It ‘was found that after two days 
at Hoxton Francois and-his wife had/ 
flee to Poplar, another mean part of 
London. Here, at last, Melville located 
his man. Francois and his wife oc- 
cupied one room at the top of a dingy 
house, where they passed as Mr. and 
Mrs. Muller. Before the police could 
actthey became aware that “ Vile Mel. 
ville ” was at their heels and they be- 
came exceedingly alert to prevent that 
dreaded officer from .catching them 
unawares.

AVING just finished an article 
on the unwisdom of overstimu- 
lating children mentally and 
nervously, especially exceptional 

children, I was particularly interested 
to receive in my mail a perfect sched- 


‘}ule for the 5 year old child to Jive by. 


Our lives are lived at a much higher 
tension, with more of noise, of di- 
version, of distraction than ever be- 
fore, and because this is so, we must 


;make it our business to see that our 
‘young children live with as much 
‘serenity and as much regularity as 
| possible, so that they may gain physi- 


‘eal and spiritual poise. 


: A day ordered wisely and well by a 
mother: who knows what she is about 
does a great deal toward achieving this 
end. But there are’ many 
who are young and inexperienced, and 
many others who in the busy-ness of 
‘their days do not plan properly the 
lives of their little children. 
Knowing this, the National Kinder- 
garten and Elementary college of 
Evanston, Ill., has had a survey made 
by child specialists under the direc- 
tion of Miss Edna Dean Baker, presi- 
dent, with the idea of working out a 


perfect schedule for the child of 5 
/years. Naturally, every mother. will 
not be able to subscribe literally to this 
régime, but I am going to quote it 
in full, as being a really practical and 
helpful guide to the ordering of a 5 
year old’s day from the time he wakes 
in the morning until he goes to sleep 
at night. 
The Perfect Type. 

“The perfect 5 year old should be 
4 feet 7 inches tall, weigh 41% pounds, 
and measure 22% inches around the 
chest. He should have clear skin, firm 
fiesh, bright, wide open eyes, glossy 
hair, erect posture both sitting and 
standing, and alert, springy muscles, 
which respond readily to stimuli. He 
should be havpy and contented most 
of the time, not easily irritated or tired, 
and active mentally and physically. 
And his day should go like this: 

“At 6:45 a. m. he is awake and 
ready to get up when mother calls. 
He washes his face and hands, brushes 
his teeth, takes a drink of water, and 
dresses himself. 

The Proper Breakfast. 

“ At 7:15 the child is ready for break- 
fast, which consists of stewed fruit, a 
cup of milk, oatmeal with top milk 
(no sugar), dry toast, and butter. 

‘Breakfast finished, at 7:45 he 
washes his hands, brushes his teeth 
and gets ready for kindergarten. His 
outside coat is soft and wooley, light 
weight and well fitted so that it does. 
not hamper his activity. His cap is 


cluding the washable crépes, should 
be invisibly hemmed by hand.

Fabrics for 
Upholstering a 
By Phyllis Marsh 


HEN selecting fabrics for up- 


holstering purposes, it is es- 
sential that they be appropri- 
ate in design, color, and in 


texture to both the style of f : 
ture and the general 
room. Just imagine, for instance, a 
delicately designed Heppelwhite shield- 
back side chair or Louis XVi. chair 
being upholstered in a heavily piled 
red mohair or a coarsely woven tap- 
estry. We are convinced before see-. 
ing it that the result would be most 
incongruous and anything but pleas- 


ing or balanced: 


To the home decorator who has a 


chair, sofa, or davenport to reuphol- 
ster, it is advisable to make a few no- 
tations on paper before actually pur- 
chasing the material. These notations 
will be found both helpful to the pur- 
chaser and to the salesman assisting 
in making the selections. They should 
be as follows: * 


t » First. General character and size 
of the room. 


Second. Style or period (authentic 
or adapted) of entire furniture in room. 


Third. Purpose of room, whether 


living room, library, bedroom, ett. 


Fourth. ‘Purpose of individual piece : 
of furniture to ~-be upholstered and 


; whether it is much used or not. 


Fifth. General ocolét “key” or 
“value "’ of the room, whether “ high ” 


and light or “low” and dark th value. 
Sixth. Wxpogure of room. 


Seventh. Style or period (authentic 


or adapted) of individual piece of fur- 
niture to be uphelstered. 

All these questions, if answered care- 
fully by the purchaser, will -have a 
distinct bearing on the ultimate selec- 
tion of the proper fabric. You will 
find, too, that-your problem of finding 
the correct fabric will be a pleasant 
and interesting one, rather than an 
uninteresting and tiresome one,'as is 
sometimes the case. 7

white, Adam or Sheraton. Here we 
find that it is possible to use”a Va- 
riety of interesting fabrics’ such as} 


stering fabrics afe continually being 
introduced on the market that it is 
almost impossible for the home deco- 
rator to keep abreast of the times. It 
is for this reason that we shall en- 
deavor, in this article, to cover the 
field as comprehensively as possible. 

There must be variety of texture, de- 
sign, and color in the fabrics used, if 
a room ig.to appear interesting. It is 
never advisable to have more than two 
Pleces of furniture covered with the 
same fabric in same room. If the 
room is rather small and dark, confine 
your selections to those fabrics that 
reflect light rather than absorb it an

Of the many fabrics which can be 
used for upholstering furniture of 
adapted or authentic period style, the 
following are the most representative: 
mohair [plain or figured in pile weave], 
cotton and wool tapestries [plain or 
figured], cotton velour, silk velour 
[plain, two-toned and antique], ramie 
velour, linen velo {[plain, ribbed, 
striped, or figured, the latter being re- 
ferred to usually as I'nen frisé, mean- 
ing “curly,’”’ or “looped” in French], 
brocatelle, antique satin. uphdotstery 
satin, damask, brocade, “‘cut’’ or bro- 
caded silk velvet, heavy brocaded taf- 
feta, printed and hand blocked linen, 
mohair of plain weave [printed, em- 
broidered, and in plain colors], cre 
tonne, warp print, Crewel embroidered 
linen, quilted prints and chintaps, 
glazed chintz, sateen, denim [plain, 
striped,' or figured], heavy crash or 
monk’s cloth, plain linen, and the new 
novelty weaves in cotton stripes and 
checks.

Of the early and late English furnt 
ture of adapted and authentic style 
found on the market today we may 
have our choice of numerous fabrics 
which can be suitably used for cover- 
ing. Since furniture of the Elizabe- 
than, Jacobean, William and Mary pe- 
riods is somewhat massive in construc- 
tion and design, fabrics of like na- 
ture must be useli for upholstéring it. 
Queen Anne furniture is.heavy, though 
not exactly massive, and many pieces 
of this period, may be upholstered in 
heavy textured fabrics. Appropriate 
fabric selections may be made for any

niture from wool tapestries (plain or 
figured), large, formal patterned linen 
frisé; ramie, silk, or cotton vélours;

| CONTEMPT OF CRIMINALS | 


He was smilingly contemptuous of 
those with whom he waged war. They 
threatened—well he could take care 


a chance that some fanatical! half-wit, 
armed with knife or revolver, might 
catch him unawares. That was an 
inevitable risk and I do not think it 
weighed on his mind for an instant. 
He had his own ways.

There was no tim 
to probe the truth of the story, so Mel- 
ville went to the store and, posing as 
a customer, got his man to take him 
dcwn to the wine cellars to show him 
a certain brand of champagne. The 
man went first with a light and un- 
locked the door of a particular cellar.

Day after day, in quiet spots in out- 
lying parts of London, he fell in with 
men who would talk and listen earn-.

Patou ruffled dress. This is a dance dress, a dinner frock, 
for almost. any sort of evening occasion. Patou makes it 
of chiffon, and as you will notice by the sketch he gets 
the maximum of distinction by treating the chiffon as if 
it were satin or some other much more weighty material. 

A modest blouse, far more alluring and feminine than 
any sort of daring décolletage, has a V neckline and is 
bloused slightly above the hips. There is a little triangular 
yoke at the right side of the skirt in front and back from 
which the ruffles hang. These ruffles have a diagonal move- 
ment, the two lower ones crossing in front to give the hem- 
line that smart up-in-front and down-in-the-back movement. 
The two upper ruffles end in a single loop on the left hip 

Our second model, which is an evening frock from Moly- 
peux, gives another version of the ruffied skirt and one 
with the aristocratic distinction that characterizes the 
models of this house. The material of this dress is a golden 
yellow crépe satin and the blouse is straight and simple, 
with two large yellow flowers hung on the left shoulder 
strap. Clever, indeed, is the arrangement of the ruffled 
drapery at the right side of the skirt, which is made of two 
full ruffles. Molyneux makes a semi-circle of tiny tucks on 
the right hip and from this hang a series of circular ruffles 
dipping down to points, so that the hemline is thus made 
charmingly irregular. 

Our third model is the Chanel version of the ruffled skirt 
and one which Chanel’s icular genius makes suitable for 
the woman of practically any age. This frock is made of 
black satin with a straight blouse, having a square decol- 
letage. The charm of the bodice depends to a large extent 
on the details of a double crystal pin that is placed in 
front and the triangular handkerchief that is thrown over 
the shoulders. This handkerchief is made of black filet 
net, each square being trimmed with a square spangle of 
silver. 

The skirt is made entirely of narrow circular niffles of 
satin, each ruffle lifted a bit at the center front, so that the 
movement of the skirt becomes something to get genuigely 
enthusiastic over. A sash of black satin is draped tightly 
around the hips and is tied in a bow on the left side. 

Ideal for the young girl or the woman who looks like 
a girl is the ruffled chiffon frock shown in our fourth sketch 
This is from Nicole Groult and is made of green chiffon 
with a blouse that is the acme of simplicity.

The interest of this model is concentrated altogether 
in the skirt, which is first shirred on to the waist so that 
it is rather full.

Of course, there are any number of 
women not yet conversant with the 
fat making qualities of certain food- 
stuffs, in spite of the tons of* litera 
ture on the subject. There are women 
who do not realize that a dinner piled 
or. top of the bridge hostess’ 5 o’clock 
offering may pile up a good stout 
pound or two. 

Most people say, “But I've cut out 
bread and potatoes and candy.” They 
are surprised that reduction does not 
follow quickly. At the same time they 
may heap their plates high with foods 
that are overladen with caloriés. 

So it isn’t only that people eat more 
than their systems can take care of 
slenderly, but they make a wrong se- 
lection of foods for their daily meals. 


Every: person should have a knowl- 


edge about diets that supply the nec- 
essary elements for health. Were this 
knowledge more generally absorbed, 
the fat reducing problem would not be 
so live. Diets would be balanced as to 
energy fvods, repair foods, fuel foods, 
and vitamins. And the commonest 
dietetic sin of overconsumption of 
bread and butter, rich desserts, candy, 
pies, and so on would be automatically 
adjusted.

; HEN selecting fabrics for up- 
holstering purposes, it is es- 
sential that they be appropri- 
. ate in design, color, and in 
texture 


to both the style of the furni- 
ture and the general character of the 
_Foom. Just imagine, for instance, a 
delicately designed Heppelwhite shield- 
back side chair or Louis XVI. chair 
being upholstered in a heavily piled 
red mohair or a coarsely woven tap- 
westry. We are convinced before see- 
ing it that the result would be most 
incongruous and anything but pleas- 
«ing or balanced. 


..,To the home decorator who has a 
chair, sofa, or davenport to reuphol- 
~Ster, it is advisable to make a few no- 
“tations on paper before actually pur- 
“chasing the material. These notations 
‘will be found both helpful to the pur- 
Chaser and to the salesman assisting 
“in making the selections. They should 
as follows: 


» First. General character and size 
“of the room. 
«Second. Style or period (authentic 


nor adapted) of entire furniture in room. 


. Third. Purpose of room, whether 
wliving room, library,,. bedroom, etc. 
Fourth. Purpose of individual piece 
“of furniture to be upholstered and 
«Whether it is mueh used or not. 
» Fifth. General color “Key” or 
»" value ” of the room, whether “ high ” 
“und light or “low” and dark in value. 
_ Sixth. Exposure of room. 
™» Seventh, Style or period (authentic 
“or adapted) of individual piece of fur- 
te be upholstered. 
*,. ._ All these questions, if answered care- 
fully by the purchaser, will have a 
wdistinct bearing en the ultimate selec- 
. tion of the proper fabric. You will 
find, too, that your problem of finding 
the correct fabric will be a pleasant 
and interesting one, rather than an 
_Uninteresting and tiresome one, as is 
wmbometimes the case.

So many new and beautiful uphol- boast of any one of four cabinet mak- 


stering fabrics are continually being 
introduced on the market that it is 
almost impossible for the home deco- 
rator to keep abreast of the times. It 
is for this reason that we shall en- 
deavor, in this article, to cover the 
field as comprehensively as possible. 
~ 

There must be variety of texture, de- 
sign, and color in the fabrics used, if 
a room is to appear interesting. ° It is 
never advisable to have more than two 
pieces of furniture covered with the 
same fabric in the same room. If the 
room is rather small and dark, confine 
your selections to those fabrics that 
reflect light rather than absorb it and 
that are either plain, two-toned or are 
of small pattern. It is in the large, 
light room that fabrics of heavy or 
piled texture can be used and the size 
of the design may be large or medium 
as desired, but at all times in propor- 
tion to.the furniture which the ma- 
terial is to cover. 


Of the many fabrics which can be 
used for upholstering furniture of 
adapted or authentic period style, the 
following are the most representative: 
mohair [plain or figured in pile weave], 
cotton and wool tapestries [plain or 
figured], cotton velour, silk velour 
[plain, two-toned and antique], ramie 
velour, 4inen velour [plain ribbed, 
striped, or figured, the latter being re- 
ferred to usually as linen frisé, mean- 
ing “curly,”’ or “looped” in French], 
brocatelle, antique satin. upholstery 
satin, damask, brocade, “ ¢cut’’ or bro- 
caded silk velvet, heavy brocaded taf- 
feta, print and hand blocked linen, 
mohair of plain weave [printed, em- 
broidered, and in plain colors], cre- 
tonne, warp print, Crewel embroidered 
linen, quilted prints and _ chintzes, 
glazed. chintz, sateen, denim [plain, 
striped, or figured], heavy crash or 
monk’s cloth, plain linen, and the new 
novelty weaves in cotton stripes and 
checks. 


For the room of early American in- 
spiration we find the  cretonnés, 
chintzes, crashes, cotton checks and 
stripes, denims, quilted prints and 
chintzes, mohair in plain weave, 
sateen, and plain linens playing an im- 
portant réle as upholstering fabrics. 

Then, there are the many fabrics 
which may be used in the home of 
Georgian colonial period which may

ers’ furniture; Chippendale, Heppel- 


white, Adam or Sheraton. 


large and small patterned damasks, 
silk velours, antique satins, cotton ve- 
lours, linen frisé, small patterned silk 
brocades, hand blocked linens, etc. 


Lovely silk brocaded velvets, plain 
silk velours, large formal patterned 
silk brocades, tapestries patterned 
after the famous Gobelins and @eau- 
vais in gros and petit point, and 
damasks of large and formal design, 
may be used appropriately on the fur- 
niture of the Louis XIV. and XV. pe- 
riods. 

Of the early and late English furni 
ture of adapted and authentic style 
found on the market today we may 
have our choice of numerous fabrics 
which can be suitably used for cover- 
ing. Since furniture of the Elizabe- 
than, Jacobean, William and Mary pe- 
riods is somewhat massive in construc- 
tion and design, fabrics of like na- 
‘ture must be used for upholstering it. 
Queen Anne furniture is heavy, though 
not exactly massjye, and many pieces 
of this period may be upholstered in 
heavy textured fabrics. Appropriate 
fabric selections may be made for any 
onesof these four period styles in fur- 
niture from wool tapestries (plain or 
figured), large, formal patterned linen 
frisé; ramie, silk, or cotton velours; 
Crewel embroideries in wool done on 
linen, mohair cloth, or plain tapestry; 
damasks, hand block linens in Jac- 
obean patterns, etc. 

Several pieces of period adaptations 
in furniture are pictured in today’s 
illustration, showing the use of appro- 
priate upholstering fabrics. Chair No. 
1 displays a covering of green frisé in 
a diamond pattern, with a touch of 
rust in the design. A large conven- 
tionalized floral patterned linen velour 
in tan, gold, rose, green, and mauve 
on a ground of téte de negre covers 
chair No. 2. Daintiness and precision 
of design and color are well:displayed 
in the silk and cotton brocade which 
adorns the third chair of the Louis 
XV. period. . 4 and 6 are typical 
of the usual two piece modern living 
room suite. They are upholstered in 
a substantial ramie velour with re 
versible cushions covered in an at- 
tractively patterned linen frisé.

TS going to be a dull season in 

Germany if the proposed anti-gos- 

sip amendment goes into the con- 

stitution. No more back fence 
rendezvous. The Kaffee Klatsch will 
be confined conversationally to uplift 
movements. The town gossip will 
have to be a pretty clever bootlegger 
of juicy bits if she [or he, for there 
are gossips of the other gender] ex- 
pects to escape indictment as a crimi- 
nal.

make gossiping an offense punishable, , 


in extreme cases, by banishment from 
the community. 


Whether such measure will hold the 
tongue that won't be stilled remains 
to be seen. But ome of the framers 
of the code is quoted as saying that 
just as there are prisons for criminals 
and asylums for the insane, so there 
should be institutions or colonies to 
which sorely tried communities could 
commit their offending gossips, 


It would be an interesting experi- 
ment to establish a colony to which 
only malicious tongued individuals were 
eligible. One wonders what would: be 
the atmosphere at the end of six 
weeks or six months—one of blood- 
shed and riot, or peace provoked by 
the fear that the other fellow might 
go one better if you started a tale. 
It has been a private ambition of 
mine to have a couple of the worst 
tale bearers known to me incarcer- 
gated in some spot from which there 
would be no escape possible for either. 
Then I'd find out whether the experi- 
ment would not lead to a permanent 
cure. It is impossible to guess at 
the consequence, gossip being the 
deep rooted obsession it is with some 
people. 

Old Fashioned Punishment. 

The attempt to cure the mischie- 
yous tale bearer is no new reform 
movement. In our own early history 
we have pictures of the ducking stool, 
also used for scolds. Upon the stool 
fastened firmly on the end of a plank 
sat the offender, while the other end 
of the plank was manipulated so as 
to plunge her, tongue and all, into 
the water. But this did not cure 
gossiping. 

In England and Scotland at one 
time the individual with the loose 
tongue was subjected to what was 
called a “scold’s’”’ or “ gossip’s _bri- 
die.” It consisted of a framework ef 
iron locked on the head and armed 
in front with a gag or spike or iron 
pin which pressed against the of- 
fender’s tongue when she [or he] 
opened her mouth. 


Being led through the town with this 
on her head may have taught the 
one particular individual to hold her 


tongue. But it didn’t stop gossip. 

Scandalmongers in New Jersey were 
treated recently to an airing in the 
advertising columns of the town news- 
paper. But it is doubtful if many 
tongues have been stilled through this 
modern method of meeting the evil. 
The love of gossip is too deeply in- 
grained in too many people to be 
scared out of existence by threat of 
ducking stool, bridle’ or banishment 
from the community. 

There are few people in the world 
who do not enjoy gossip. It is in its 


varying degrees and strength that we 


differ from one another. 
One Woman’s Rule. 


I have known one woman, and she 
is of German extraction, the rule of 
whose house was: “No. gossiping 
here.” Not even gossip of the light 
variety was permitted. Her distaste 
for it was so well known that few 
would dare venture a lifted eyebrow, 
much 1 a remark digparaging of 
any one’s character. One bold guest 
did dare an wuWSavory morsel at the 
dinner table. The hostess rose indig- 
nantly and proceeded to her room, 
where she stayed unfil the guest de- 
parted, never to return again. 

This woman lived with her husband 


in a huge house of many guest rooms 


which were constantly filled with the is 


clan and friends. She was the mother 


of eight. She was one of eight her-. 


self, and her husband was one of 
eleven children. Their house was the 
scene of all the clan gatherings on 
holidays and anniversaries. But gos- 
sip never livened the occasions. And 
they were a famously united family, 
even to the in-laws’ in-laws. 

She, our modern psychologists would 
explain, was that rare phenomenon— 
an individual without a shade of an in- 
feriority complex. 

Yes, the psychologists are dragging 
our old friend, the i. c. in to explain 
the gossip and her interested listener. 
In their explanation lies a sermon 
each one of us may take unto our- 
selves in the ratio of our delight in 
spreading evil tidings. Knowing what 
actually lies behind this taste for 
juicy bits, perhaps next time we will 
not be so willing to lend both ears 
to the shortcomings@#nd weaknesses 
of a sister or brother.

frailties are unanimous In their opin- 
ion that gossiping will endure until] 
people are rid of the feeling of inferi-

tion of the psychology of gossip the 
inferiority complex stands 
on its own evidence. 


It Bolls Down to Envy. 


' The worst gossipers have the worst 
feeling of inferiority. By spreading 


. reports disparaging to others they 


minimize their own sense of inferi- 
ority. 


Not a pretty charge—but think it 
over. 


Hollywood might work out an excel- 
lent alibi for the gossip attacks to 
which they are particularly susceptible 
on the theory that their superior 
wages, superior fame, superior extrav- 
agances in living would necessarily 
make them an easy target for the 
rest of us who must ride in subways. 


Dr. Goodwin B, Watson, an educa, 
tional psychologist of Teachers col- 
lege, said in a recent interview: “ Peo- 
ple who gossip read into others their 
own particular weaknesses; It is a 
characteristic not infrequently found 
among reformers. People of this type 


often project their own shortcomings 


and weaknesses into other groups of 
people, and then set out to reform 
them. Then, too, there is the almost 
universal tendency toward sadism, 
towards being cruel. The instinct to 
torture exists in nearly all of us. Gos- 
sip, by giving pain to some other in- 
dividual, gratifies this instinct.’ ,

So, now our little lesson for today 


Question: If A enjoys the sense 
of tearing down B’s character, what 
is A doing? 

Answer: <A is demonstrating a 
marked sense of inferiority which will 
continue with him.so long as he revels 
in tearing down character. 

Question: What is A's real object 
in trying to lower the standard of 
some one more important than him- 
self? | 

Answer: A is trying to elevate his 
own sense of importance. 

Question: What does A do when he 
explodes his tidbit into one ear? 


‘Answer: He sets the ball arolling 


and each one it reaches attempts to 
make a better story of it so that when 
it gets to its journey’s end A himself 
would barely. recognize it. 

And that’s the way rumors grow 
into ‘“‘ facts,"’ harmful, harmful facts 
for the rumored about, and why the 
psychologists agree that it is difficult 
to catch the “ criminal” with so many 
retouchers between his and the final 
edition.

Power for Bluffing Old 


Winter Resides in 
the Fat Foods 


All rectpes have been scientifically 
tested by Mies Eddington with current 
market materiais and imdorecd by ber.

EOPLE who are “skinny” need 

a more liberal diet of fat in cold 

weather than do those who are 

well clothed in fat layers. They 

heed it in order just to keep warm, 

but everybody needs fat foods for fuel 
uses in winter time. 

Winter drives and consumes. It is 
not half because spring has come that 
some people get sick, but because win- 
ter, with all its exhaustions, has 
broken them down. The young need 
fat foods in winter because they are 
so active, but the old need them, too, 
because they n--4 to keep ‘“~- fc-l 
fires glowing. We all must stir about 
more vigorously in winter than ‘ 
summer; therefore, we need this most 
vigorous of all foods. Weight for 
weight, a pure fat yields two and a 
half times the energy a pure starch 
does, and these two are our human 
fuels. “he human body must be 
stccked constantly with foods that are 
just fuels because its chief and con- 
stant need ‘is for the power these yield 
—energy and heat. 3 

We are incessantly active and must 
have the energy to promote tha. @c- 
tivity. This comes f-»m_ the right 
foods intelligently taken f@r that rea- 
gon. We must keep up our body tem- 
perature, and if we do not supply the 
fuel for it we burn out, using our Own 
built-up tissues, or the most expensive 
fuels in the world. It is for this rea- 
son that fats and starches have been 
called “protein sparers.” We are 
mostly of protein compound, but if 
we eat enough of the fuel foods we 
need less of the mending material in 
the shape of protein; that is, we need 
less lean meat. 

But fats also have other services in 


‘the body and even in the Red Lane 


itself, and it is practically always the 
people who do not get enough fat in 
their diet who must ultimately take 
cod liver oil. 

We could endlessly repeat some of 
these facts abouts the fats. They need 
so much of repetition and emphasis 
because, for queer reasons, people have 
refrained from eating them. They are 
the most concentrated of all foods as 
sugar is concentrated, and neither of 
these can be eaten im quantity just 
plain, though they are so endlessly 
useful and necessary in our diet. But 
they can only be successfully used (we 
are talking about dietetic success) 
when eaters know how to use them 
with discretion and when cooks know 
how to cook them at all well... 

The only fat food some people get 
in their diet is that which they get in 
some combination in which it has lost 
its identity, as it does in cakes and 
puddings and even in the dressings of 
vegetables. They also get it in the 
finer meats, which, though they may 
seem to be lean, are far from being 
altogether so. 

Cooking Fats. 

Nothing increases or in the first 
place arouses a distaste for fats like 
having them poorly cared for and 
poorly cooked. With a little neglect 
they approach rancidity. With a little 

they are exceedingly hateful. 
Even butter, the most palatable of all 
fats, has to be handled with care or 
hobody wants it. 

The dirt flavoring in any fat is 80 
hateful because its own unadulterated 
flayor is rarely pleasant when taken 
@lone, although a perfect olive ofl and 
S0mMe kinds of butter, and, of course,

water—can be eaten just by them- 


selves. But when combined with nice 
flavoring elements even the fats 
which are called coarse can be made 
acceptable to the taste. 
Cooking Smoked Pork Pietes. 

Brisket bacon, “sweet meats,” 
blades, smoked hocks, when boiled, 
furnish serviceable meat bits for win- 
ter use. In the case of brisket bacon 
the fat may be the most profitable 
part of the service it yields. 


The lean is likely to be stringy, 


especially if it is not agoked to per- 
fection. But when the meat is first 
made as clean as a rose even the fat 
which rises on the pot liquor is good 
for cooking and the fat of the meat 
can be as satisfactory in its own way 
as butter for a sandwich filling. I 
once tried such a sandwich on a man 
who said “I do not like fat, but this 
is as good as anything I ever tasted.” 


Preparing Bacon Pieces. 

When we fry rashers of bacon we 
think them superior if the smoked 
part is cut off and, of course, the rind 
of the bacon is always cut off. In 
preparing boiling bdcon pieces we want 
to proceed on much the same princi- 
ple. They need paring or trimming, 
but first, before this is done, they must 
be scraped and perhaps scraped again. 

Always scrape the surface somewhat 
before adding water, then rinse off with 
hot water, then, if they need soaking, 
cover them with water just at the 
boiling point and let them stand for 
three hours or more. If the smoking 
is bona fide they are likely to be salty 
and need the soaking on that account. 
It is well to get them as clean as pos- 
but after 
that they can be scraped somewhat and 
rinsed off. 

Seasoning Boiling Bacon. 

With a piece of bacon as clean as a 
rose, cover it with cold water in the 
kettle in which it is to be cooked and 
add one onion and a carrot, both cut 
up. Bring the whole to a boii slowly, 
cover the kettle and cook gently over 
the lowest possible fire without let- 
ting the boiling ever cease, but never 
letting it be hard. | 

A piece of brisket bacon will cook 
best, perhaps, if three hours are al- 
lowed. In the last hour we may fur- 
ther season it and also utilize in a 
sense its pot liquor. We may also get 
a good material for hast if we add 
: eral onions, half a dozen slices of 
yellow turnip, several small carrots 
and green pepper, or a pod or two of 
dried pepper may do. The _ ~--~etables 
are cooked for a nice hash, but they 
also improve the bacon. When the 
bacon has cooked tender, we may serve 
it hot with some plain b-"ed 
and some of the vegetables, or we may 
finish it in the oven as we do ham, and 
it is excellent either hot or cold. 

Oven Finishing. 

The skin on boiled bacon bre 4; eas- 
ily, but if careful _we can remove it in 
a satisfactory way and stick the fat 
with a few c'----s, then co~ it with 
a thick layer of brown sugar and bake 
it in the oven for half an hour on a 
rack in a pan. The fire must not he 
too hot, for otherwise too much fat 
will cook out and be a total joss, br 
cause the heat injures it. The baking 
improves the fat in a palatable way, 
even though a little is wasted. . 

The sugar used may be mixed with 
a Httle bit of mustard and vinegar, but 
the brown sugar alone, mingling with 
the fat, gives the surfaée a superior 
brown shine. Serve from the oven 
with a garnish of cress or with hot 
vegetables, or some of a puree of ~~~. 
It can be presented in such a fashion 
as to be quite good enough for a meal 
offe to guests. 

The Hash. 

Chop the mixture of bie 
cooked with the bacon, put a le- 
spoon of the fat from the top of the 
pot liquor in the pan [a little butter 


may be used for seasoning], lightly 
brown an onion in it, and perhaps 


some green sweet pepper, add the 
vegetables chopped and a little of the 
pot liquor, and stir well. In order to 
have two brown crusts on the hash, 
finish it dm the oven or let it cook 
on top ofthe, stove gently until. it 
can be doubled over like an omelet. 

| A tomato sauce is good with this 
hash, or an easier sauce to make is 
simply to cook ether one tomato, 
one onion and one green pepper, all 
cut fine. Serve this or the tomato 
sauce exceedingly hot. 


Using the Pet Liquor, 

Some people like to cook dried peas 
in the pot liquor of boiled bacon in- 
stead of in plain water. It depends 
upon what use one wishes to make 
of the peas after they are cooked 
whether this is better than the water. 
Pearl hominy to be served as a vege- 
table may also be cooked in it, but 
not unless the bacon has been so well 
trimmed as to leave the water without 
a smoky flavor. 

Perhaps some people would not like 
the bacon as well this way as when 
cooked in plain water—eight times as 
much liquid as of hominy when put 
to cook—but it is a little more savory, 
and having the fat and vegetable fila- 
vor in it, it is good for a vegetable 
course, especially for hungry people. 


While we cook pearl hominy in plain 
water with eight times its measure, it 
is necessary to use only four times its 
measure of pot liquor sops to cook it 
quite dry, as it will be with this 
amount of liquid, for the vegetable 
use. Add the pot liquor, let it come 
to the boiling point and then simmer 
for three hours. With a fat pot liquor 
no butter will be needed, but a little 
can be added to make it more palat- 
able. 

Boiled Ham Fat. 

There is just the difference between 
ham fat which is indifferently treated 
and that which results from beautiful 
seasoning of the meat while it is cook- 
ing and baking afterwards with, some 
sort of a caramel cover that there is 
between plain raw cream and an ele- 
gant whipped, sweetened and flavored 
cream. Practically the same thing has 
been done to the one fat as to the 
other, except that the ham fat had to 
be heated and cooked in the process 
so as to be penetrated with the flavor. 


When so penetrated it is excellent 
for a spread on bread in making sand- 
wiches, and be used in seasoning 
and flavoring végetables. When ham 
fat is correctly cooked it will be white 
and lightly spiced, and once the idea 
of its being hateful is overcome, al- 
most any one will like it between two

Fried Bacon Fat with Rice. 


In cooking a savory rice the un- 
burned bacon fat from the broiling or 
frying of hers of bacon will season 
the. rice more acceptably, perhaps, 


than any other sort of fat. Use one- 


fourth cup of bacon fat to half a cup 
of rice and one and one-half cup of 
water, 


If this combination is to be flavored 


with vegetables, onion and green pep- 
per, or one or the other, these can 
be previously cooked for fifteen min- 
utes in the water to which the rice is 


‘added, with the bacon fat finally. 


Pot Roasting Bacon Squares. 

Make a piece of bacon immaculate 
A piece no larger than a pound can 
be pot roasted with agreeable effects, 
Have a little fat in the pot roasting 
kettle, put in two or three sliced on- 
ions, two sliced carrots, some celery, a 
little parsley and whatever other sea- 
sonings you choose. Cover them and 
let the juices start out with heat over 
a gentle fire, then put the bacon on 
this bed of vegetables and from time to 
time baste it with the liquid from 
them, with the small amount of fat 
that will cook out of the bacon. If any 
other liquid is used let it be a sirup, 
but- with it more careful cooking is 
required because sugar burns easily. 

In addition to the vegetables one 
may put in some cooked prunes and 
some candied orange or lemon peel, 
dry and powdered, any of which makes 
an excellent seasoning for the bacon. 
Cook a small piece slowly for about 
an hour with three or four tings. 
This makes delicious slices for a sand- 
wich filling, or it ds excellent hot as 
a meat dish, even when the bacon is 
scarcely streaky. 

It is possible with aromatics and 
fruits and essences to make almost 
any clean fat edible. So true is this 
that within a year ice cream has been 
made from oils.

SN’T it odd that the orchard fruits 
at the two vital stages of their lives 
should have to find a way to get 
help from members of the animal 


kingdom or perish! 

The first of these great emergencies 
when the fruits must call in outside 
aid is at the time of blossoming. The 
purpose of the flower is to make seed 
that this race of plants may go on. If 
any group of plants failed for a gener- 
ation in seed making it would disap- 
pear from the earth. So this seed mak- 
ing is very important. 

Most flowers, however, can’t set seed 
unless they can get some pollen from 
vther flowers to fertilize them. It is 
here that the flowers call in members 
of the animal worla. They ask the 
insects, the bees principally, to carry 
pollen from one blossom to the other. 

Flowers make themselves beautiful 
to attract the attention of the bees. 
They give off sweet odors for the 
same purpose. Then each puts a drop 
of honey in its cup as a bribe to the 
bee to make it a visit. The bee comes. 
It brings on its fuzzy head pollen it 
has got in a visit to another flower. 
Some of this pollen drops off, fertilizes 
the flower and it sets seeds. The first 
of two important steps is taken to- 
ward growing new plants to take its 
place when it is gone. : 

The next important step is getting 
that seed planted when it is ripe. Some 
plants, as the thistle, find a way to 
make their seeds ride the winds to a 
new home. The oak tree depends on 
the squirrel to plant its acorns. Such 
trees as the apple and the peach had 
to find a way of their own. 

They fell back again on members of 
the animal world. They put quanti- 
ties of juicy meat which animals would 
like to eat about their seeds. All the 
fruits that are good to eat have this 
meat for the purpose of paying any 
animal who would carry them away to 
a new home for his trouble. 

And look how Well many of iia 
have succeeded. Most of the orchard 
fruits grew in the beginning in the 
middle of Asia. They were not very 
widely scattered. The apple made it- 
self attractive to the man animal, how- 
ever, and it has traveled all around the 
world with him. The peach appealed 
to his taste and has made similar jour- 
neys. Blackheart cherries that grow 
at the foot of Mount Shasta, in Cali- 
fornia, have made the journey there 
all the way from Persia because they 
made themselves good for the man ani- 
mal to eat.

ITH the recent confession by 
William Edward Hickman of 
the stealing away, for ran- 
som, and the murder of 12 


year old Marian Parker, national inter- 
est has focused once again on kid- 
paping, that offense so unique in 
criminology in that it compels those 
who want to punish, first to compound 
the crime by aiding the wrongdoer, 
usually by the payment of ransom. 

The word “kidnap” is probably of 
American origin, designed to describe 
the stealing of boys and young men 
for transportation to the colonies. And 
the crime, in its limited sense, as the 
detention of a child until a ransom is 
paid, is said to be an American 
product. 

The first part of the word—“ kid ’’°— 
is a colloquialism for “child,” and 
“nap” is a variant of the verb “ nab.”’

In the early days, in southern Europe 
the offense of stealing away children 
was called “ plagium.”’ Those who 
committed the crime were “ plagiarii.”’ 
Both these terms derive from the same 
root word which gives us “ plagiar- 
ism,” the theft of the children of the 
brain. 


| THE OLD LAWS 


While, then, kidnaping, in that worl 
form, is new, the basis of the crime is 
very old. Blackstone, jn his Com- 
mentaries, defines it os “the forcible 


woman, or child, from their own coun- 
try and ‘sending them into another 
country’”’ and says it was a capital 
crime among the Jews. 

The Corpus Juris phrases it this 
way: “At common law, kidnaping con- 
sists in the stealing and conveying 
away or secreting of any person, or 
more properly, in the forcible abduc- 
tion and stealing and carrying away of 

. & person from his own courtry into 
another.”’

ing the strict truth, that he was draw- 
ing a retainer from the home office 
and that theré were many difficult 
and delicate missions on which he was 
still to be engaged.

The special branch of 
the criminal investigation department 
rarely comes into the limelight. It 

deals with things that are not often 
| the subject of a charge in court. Spies, 

political offenders, anarchists, revolu- 
tionaries, and such like are its preoccu- 
pation. Its men have to act with su- 
preme caution and yet on occasion 
have to take desperate risks. 

Melville spent a lifetime in this de- 
partment and for many years was at 


a quarry in France. Hard upon this 
came a series of dynamite outrages. 
The author of some of these, a man 
named Ravachol, was betrayed by a 
waiter at the Café Very, and to avenge 
his arrest as a desperate crook, named 
Meunier, wrecked the café with a bomb, 
killing several people. The French po-

| told. He was in the confidence of 
| kings, princes, and statesmen. Again 
and again he was engaged on high af- 
_ fairs of state; and there was none who 
could better keep his own counsel. He 
probably was the best hated and most 
feared enemy of militant anarchists in 
the world, and it was his energy and 
astuteness in fighting them that 
earned for him the epithet among the 
brotherhood of “ Vile Melville.” 


CONTEMPT OF CRIMINALS | 


He was smilingly contemptuous of 
those with whom he waged war. They 
threatened—well he could take care 
of himself. He knew there always was 
a chance that some fanatical half-wit, 
armed with knife or revolver, might 
catch him unawares. That was an 
inevitable risk and I do not think it 
weighed on his mind for an instant. 
He had his own ways. 

One gentleman who ventured a swift 
attack from behind in a Soho street 
dragged a limp and battered body back 
to his associates. Another, even 
more daring, audaciously attempted 
to win a martyr’s crown by bearding 
the detective in his lair at Scotland 
Yard. He obtained admission on some 
pretext, but before he had a@ chance 
to fulfill his real purpose the quick 
eye of Melville had discerned a bulge 
in his pocket, which he diagnosed as 
a Smith and Wesson. With his two 
hands Melville administered justice. 
He could not afford to waste time in 
prosecuting such small fry. : 

Melville was full of prompt resource. 
It came to him on the day of the re- 
ception of a foreign visitor that an 
anarchist employed at a wine store 
meant mischief. There was no time 
to probe the truth of the story, so Mel- 
ville went to the store and, posing as 
a customer, got his man to take him 
dcwn to the wine cellars to show him 
a certain brand of champagne. The 
man went first with a light and un- 
locked the door of a particular cellar. 
A quick push from behind sent him 
headlong into the wine bins. Melville 
coolly turned the key, put it in his 
pocket, and held the other a prisoner— 
quite illegally—until the procession 
was over. | i. 


DYNAMITE OUTRAGES 


In those days Great Britain was 
wide open to any scalawag who called 
himself a political refugee, and as a 
consequence London was a center of 
*‘ clubs "’ to which doubtful characters 
of all nationalities resorted. Melville, 
as inspector and later as*superintend- 
ent, harried these clubs with all the 
resources at his command. A special 
study was made of them, and little 
that took place within their walls was 
permitted to pass umreported. Pre- 
cautions were taken to watch danger- 


ous men and women who resorted to 


them, and many a plot was frustrated 
ere it was fairly concocted. 

“T had an extensive auxiliary force,” 
said Melville once, in chatting about 
his methods. 

Thus he referred to his spies in the 
inner councils of anarchy. With a: 
slow smile he added: “I was perhaps 
the most heartily hated detective ever 
known.”

No one in the suburbs was 
likely to guess that a serene, silk- 
hatted gentleman, with neatly. rolled 
umbrella, and a velvet eollar to his 
overcoat, sipping a cup of tea with a 
companion, was one of the most 
dread detectives in the world, receiving 
reports and giving instructions to-his 
emis les. Any one of these latter 
ran the risk of a stab in the back on 
some dark night if it became known 
that they were holding communication 
with Melville. | 


STRATEGY 


For weeks London was _ scoured: 
without success. Both Francois and 
Meunier had friends and they seldom 
stayed long in one spot. Again and 
again Melville followed false trails. 
At last after many weary weeks one 
of his spies brought to him a rumor 
that Francois was lodging at a Soho 
house held by some persons of foreign 
name.

kidnaping of a man’s wife was punish- 
able by two years in prison and a finé 
at the discretion of the king. 

In the time of Henry VII.—1486— 
kidnaping was a felony, but only when 
it invoived the theft of a woman, for 
marriage or ill treatment. In 1557 the 
specific crime of stealing girls under 
16 years of age was denounced by 
Statute. 

The first American kidnaping on 
record took place in 1654 when two 
Irish lads were stolen in Ireland, 
bundled on to the ship ‘ Goodfellow,” 
and taken to Boston to be sold.  Al- 
most a century later, in 1729, Peter 
Williamson, an & year old boy, was 
Stolen -in Aberdeen, sold to a fellow 
countryman, Hugh Wilson, in Dela- 


ware, and, when the term of his em- 


ployment ran out, became a man of 
affairs in this country. He wrote an 
exposé of the case, and was put in 
prison in Aberdeen until he took back 
the passage describing his kidnaping, 
which the authorities declared was a 


libel on the town. Later he was 
awarded $1,000 damages.

THE ROSE CASE | 

The preéminently sensational kid- 


naping case in this country is that of 
Charlie Ross. The Loeb-Leopold case 
would take precedence over that, but 
the Loeb-Leopold case, like so many 
Kidnaping cases, had another crime 
which was greater, and so the offense 
is not classified as kidnaping. 

Charles Ross, the 4 year old son of 
Christian K. Ross of Germantown, Pa., 
Was playing in the yard with his 
brother, Walter, one spring day in 
1874, when men came upon him and 
took him away. A ransom of $20,000 
Was demanded. The boy’s relatives 
put the case in the hands of a detec- 
tive agency; a national search was in- 
stituted. But Charlie Ross has never 
been heard of in spite of the annual 
crop of contenders for the title. 

That same year Laura Hancock, 19, 
Was stolen by the gypsies while play- 
ing in a blackberry patch near her 
home at Jonesville, O. After years 
Of search, her parents mourned her as 
dead, but in 1899 she escaped from the 
tribe and made her way back to her 
home.

' HE CUDAHY CAS 

The next famous case was in 1900, 
on Dec. 18. Edward A. Cudahy Jr., son 
a millionaire meat packer in Omaha, 
Was then about 15 years old. About 
BS o'clock that night his father asked 
him to return some books to a neigh- 
bor. At the corner two men in a buggy 
accosted him: One posed as a sheriff 
€@nd said young Cudahy was the man 
they wanted. The boy, thinking he 
Suld more readily establish his iden- 
Uty at police headquarters, got into the 
buggy with the men. 

He was taken out into South Omaha 
8nd held in a shack. An armed guard 
Was placed over him, but he was not 
harmed. Presently the boy's father re- 
tived this note: 

“If you want your boy, do this. Get 
ito your buggy alone. Drive out five 
miles to where you will see a red lan- 
"PM On a stick beside the road. Have 
lantern on your own buggy. Take 
$25,000 in gold with you. No one will 
bother you unless you have the police 
Walling. One wrong move may cost 
7OUr boy's life. We don’t want to hurt 
him, but we want the money.”

Cudahy did not take the police with

pecially at the state legislatures. In 
Illinois, for instance, it brought about 
a new law. ‘The original statute fixed 
the penalty for kidnaping at a prison 
sentence of from one to five years, or 
a fine not exceeding $1,000, or both. 
If the kidnaper were hooded, the fine 
could go as high as $2,000 and the 
prison term was from five to fourteen 
years. 3 

A second law fixed the maximum 
penalty for the kidnaping of a child 
under twelve at life imprisonment. 

But in 1901, with the country alert 
to the growing menace of kidnaping 
children for ransom, the Illinois legis- 
lature passed section 166-B of the kid- 
naping statute, which section said that 
any person who kidnaped adult or 
child. for the purpose of ransom, either 
in money or “any other valuable thing 
or concession,’’ could be put to death 
for the crime. Death,.in case of a 
ransom-kidnaping, is still the penalty 
in Illinois. 


STATE LAWS VARY 


Again in 1911, when the Bohemian 
community of Chicago was aroused 
over the kidnaping of Elsie Paroubek, 
emergenecy legislation was asked, put- 
tinge this crime on the same legal foot- 
ing as murder, and exacting the death 
penalty, regardless of the ransom mo- 
tive. But this was never incorporated 
into the law. 

There is no great uniformity in the 
state statutes. Delaware gives the 
death-penalty when the kidnaped per- 
son is under 15. Life imprisonment 
is an alternative and is more usually 
invoked. Neither penalty’'can be given 
a parent who has taken his child, 
even after the court order has award- 
ed the child to the other parent. 

Louisiana exacts the death penalty 
from a person who has kidnaped a 
boy under 14, a girl under 12. Ala- 
bama’s punishment is from two to ten 
years in prison; Colorado is from one 
to seven years. In Connecticut the 
penalty is a jail sentence not exceed- 
ing thirty years. In Idaho it is from 
one to ten years. In lowa it cannot 
be more than five years, with the pos- 
sibility also of a $1,000 fine. Kansas 
penalizes with from five to ten years

THE GRAND COUP 


Mr. Whitehead at this point heid 
the ace and queen of trumps alone, 
and Mrs. Douglass had three trumps 
to the king. If she retained these 
three trumps to the end, she would 
be forced to trump the eleventh trick 
and must then lead a trump up to 
Mr. Whitehead’s ace-queen. To pre- 
vent this catastrophe it was neces- 
sary for her to dispose of one of her 
trumps. Accordingly she led dum- 
my’s king of clubs with a view of 
trumping it, although it was a win- 
ner. Mr. Whitehead played the 10 of 
clubs; Mrs. Douglass trumped with 
the 7 of hearts; Mr. Firestone played 
the 7 of clubs. 

Mrs. Douglass then led the jack of 
diamonds; Mr. Firestone played the 9- 
dummy covered with the queen; Mr. 
Whitehead played the 5. Dummy re- 
turned the queen of clubs; Mr. White- 
head, realizing the futility of trump- 
ing, discarded the 7 of diamonds; Mrs. 
Douglass discarded the king of dia- 
monds; Mr. Firestone played the 9 of 
clubs. 

Dummy continved with the ace of 
diamonds; Mr. Whitehead, finally 
forced to trump, played the queen of 
hearts; Mrs. Douglass overtrumped 
with the king of hearts; Mr. Firestone 
discarded the 10 of spades. 

Of course the final trick went to Mr. 
Whitehead’s ace of trumps, but de- 
clarer, by her clever handling of the 
grand coup, made her four-odd and 
game, scoring 32 for tricks and 30 for 
simple honors. 

Every bridge player should know 
how to engineer the grand coup. It 
can readily be made when a player 
recognizes the opportunity for it and 
snares it by getting to the windward 
of it; that is, by arranging to have 
dummy in the lead on the eleventh 
trick.

The British gained the 
redoubt and entered it. There was 
a moment of close fighting, the Amer- 


icans having few bayonets. Out of 
the dust and confusion the militia 
retreated in disorder, but at com- 
mand. When the two forces were 
sufficiently extricated from each other 
to permit a British volley, the Ameri- 
cans suffered their greatest loss.

Our lives are lived at a much higher 
tension, with more of noise, of di- 
version, of distraction than ever be- 
fore, and because this is so, we must 
make it our business to see that our 
young children live with as ‘much 
serenity and as much regularity as 
possible, so that they may gain physi- 
cal and spiritual poise. 


A day ordered wisely and well by a 
mother whe knows what she is about 
does a great deal toward achieving this 
end. But there are many mothers 
who are young and inexperienced, and 
many others who in the busy-ness of 
their days do not plan properly the 
lives of their little children. 

Knowing this, the National Kinder- 
garten and Elementary college of 
Evanston, Iil., has had a survey made 
by child specialists under the direc- 
tion of Miss Edna Dean Baker, presi- 
dent, with the idea of working out a 
} perfect schedule for the child of 5 
years. Naturally, every mother will 
not be able to subscribe literally to this 
régime, but I am going to quote it 
in full, as being a really practical and 
helpful guide to the ordering of a 5 
year old’s day from the time he wakes 
in the morning until he goes to sleep 


at night. 
The Perfect Type. 

“The perfect.5 year old should be 
4 feet 7 inches tall, weigh 41% pounds, 
and measure 22% inches around the 
chest. He should have clear skin, firm 
fiesh, bright, wide open eyes, glossy 
hair, erect posture both sitting and 
standing, and alert, springy muscles, 
which respond readily to stimuli. He 
should be havopy and contented most 
of the time, not easily irritated or tired, 
and active mentally and physically. 
And his day should go like this: 
“At 6:45 a. m. he is awake and 
ready to get up when mother calls. 
He washes his face and hands, brushes 
his teeth, takes a drink of water, and 
dresses himself.

Here Are Pointers to 
Help the Home 
Decorator Select 
Fabrics for 
Upholstering 


By Phyllis Marsh 


selecting fabrics for up- 

holstering purposes, it is es- 

Sential that they be appropri- 

ate in design, color, and in 
texture to both the Style of the furni- 
ture and the genera! character of the 
room, Just imagine, for instance, a 
delicately designed Heppelwhite shield- 
back side chair or Louis XVI. chair 
being upholstered in a heavily piled 
red mohair or a coarsely Woven tap- 
estry. We are convinced before see- 
ing it that the result would be most 
incongruous and anything but pleas- 
ing or balanced. 

To the home decorator who has a 
chair, sofa, or davenport to reuphol- 
Ster, it is advisable to make a few no- 
tations on paper before actually pur- 
ehasing the material. These notations 
will be found both helpful to the pur- 
chaser and to the salesman assisting 
m making the selections. They should 
be as follows: ; 


First. General character and size 
of the room, 
Second. Style or period (authentic 


or adapted) of entire furniture in room. 


_ Third. Purpose of room, whether 
room, library, bedroom. etc. 

Fourth. Purpose of individual piece 
@f furniture to be upholstered and 
Whether it is much used or not. 

Fifth. General color “key” or 
“value ’’ of the room, whether “ high ” 
and light or “low” and dark in value. 

Sixth. Exposure of room. 

Seventh. Style or period (authentic 
er adapted) of individual piece of fur- 
miture to be upholstered. 

All these questions, if answered care- 
fully by the purchaser, will have a 
distinct bearing on the ultimate selec- 
tion of the proper fabric. You will 
find, too, that your problem of finding 
the correct fabric will be a pleasant 
and interesting one, rather than an 
uninteresting and tiresome one, as is 
sometimes the case. 


MARSH 


So many new and beautiful uphol- 
stering fabrics are continually being 
introduced on the market that it is 
almost impossible for the home deco- 
rator to keep abreast of the times. It 
is for this reason that we shall en- 
deavor, in this article, to cover the 
field as comprehensively as possible. 

There must be variety of texture, de- 
sign, and color in the fabrics used, if 
a room is to appear interesting. It is 
never advisable to have more than two 
pieces of furniture covered with the 
same fabric in the same room. If the 
room is rather small and dark, confine 
your selections to those fabrics that 
reflect light rather than absorb it and 
that are either plain, two-toned or are 
of small pattern. It is in the large, 
light room that fabrics of heavy or 
piled texture can be used and the size 
of the design may be large or rnedium 
as desired, but at all times in propor- 
tion to the furniture which the ma- 
terial is to cover. 


Of the many fabrics which can be 
used for upholstering furniture of 
adapted or authentic period style, the 
following are the most representative: 
mohair [plain or figured in pile weave], 
cotton and wool tapestries [plain or 
figured], cotton velour, silk velour 
[plain, two-toned and antique], ramie 
velour, linen velour [plain, ribbed, 
striped, or figured, the latter being re- 
ferred to usually as linen frisé, mean- 
ing “curly,” or “ looped” in French], 
brocatelle, antique satin. upholstery 
satin, damask, brocade, “cut’’ or bro- 
caded silk velvet, heavy brocaded taf- 
feta, printed and hand blocked linen, 
mohair of plain weave [printed, em- 
broidered, and in plain colors], cre- 
tonne, warp print, Crewel embroidered 
linen, quilted prints and chintzes, 
glazed chintz, sateen,: denim [plain, 
striped, or figured], heavy crash or 
monk's cloth, plain linen, and the new 
novelty weaves in cotton stripes and 
checks. 


For the room of early American in- 
spiration we find the  cretonnes, 
chintzes, crashes, cotton checks and 
stripes, denims, quilted prints and 
chintzes, mohair in plain weave, 
sateen, and plain linens playing an im- 
portant rdéle as upholstering fabrics. 

— 

Then, there are the many fabrics 
which may be used in the home of 
Georgian colonial period which may 


boast of any one of four cabinet mak- 
ers’ furniture; Chippendale, Heppel- 
white, Adam or Sheraton. Here we 
find that it is possible to use a va- 
riety of interesting fabrics such as 


large and small patterned damasks,. 


silk velours, antique satins, cotton ve- 
lours, linen frisé, small patterned silk 
brocades, hand blocked linens, etc. 


Lovely silk brocaded velvets, plain 
silk velours, large formal patterned 
silk brocades, tapestries patterned 
after the famous Gobelins and Beau- 
vais in gros and petit point, and 
damasks of large and formal design, 
may be used appropriately on the fur- 
niture of the Louis XIV. and XV. pe- 
riods. 

Of the early and late English furni 
ture of adapted and authentic style 
found on the market today we may 
have our choice of numerous fabrics 
which can be suitably used for cover- 
ing. Since furniture of the Elizabe- 
than, Jacobean, William and Mary pe- 
riods is somewhat massive in construc- 
tion and design, fabrics of like na- 
ture must be used for upholstering it. 
Queen Anne furniture is heavy, though 
not exactly massive, and many pieces 
of this period may be upholstered in 
heavy textured fabrics. Appropriate 
fabric selections may be made for any 
one of these four period styles in fur- 
niture from wool. tapestries (plain or 
figured), large, formal patterned linen 
frisé; ramie, silk, or cotton velours; 
Crewel embroideries in wool done on 
linen, mohair cloth, or plain tapestry; 
damasks, hand block linens in Jac- 
obean patterns, etc. 

Several pieces of period adaptations 
in furniture are pictured in today’s 
illustration, showing the use of appro- 
priate upholstering fabrics. Chair No, 
1 displays a covering of green frisé in 
a diamond pattern, with a touch of 
rust in the design. A large conven- 
tionalized flora] patterned linen velour 
in tan, gold, rose, green, and mauve 
on a ground of téte de negre covers 
chair No. 2. Daintiness and precision 
of design and color are well displayed 
in the silk and cotton brocade which 
adorns the third chair of the Louis 
XV. period. Nos. 4 and 5 are typical 
of the usual two piece modern living 
room suite. They are upholstered in 
a substantial ramie velour with re 
versible cushions covered in an at- 
tractively patterned linen frisé.

in extreme cases, by banishment from 
the community. 

Whether such measure will hold the 
tongue that won’t be stilled remains 
to be seen. But one of the framers 
of the code is quoted as saying that 
just as there are prisons for criminals 
and asylums for the insane, so there 
should be institutions or colonies to 
which sovely tried communities could 
commit their offending gossips. 


It would be an interesting experi- 
ment to establish a colony to which 
only malicious tongued individuals were 
eligible. One wonders what would be 
the atmosphere at the end of six 
weeks or six months—one of blood- 
shed and riot, or peace provoked by 
the fear that the other fellow might 
go one better if you started a tale. 
It has been a private ambition of 
mine to have a couple of the worst 
tale.bearers known to me incarcer- 
ated in some spot from which there 
would be no escape possible for either. 
Then I'd find out whether the experi- 
ment would not lead to a permanent 
cure. It is impossible to guess at 
the consequence, gossip being the 
deep rooted obsession it is with some 


people. 
Olid Fashioned Punishment. 

The attempt to cure the mischie- 
yous tale bearer is no new reform 
movement. In our own early history 
we have pictures of the ducking stool, 
also used for scolds. Upon the stool 
fasténed firmly on the end of a plank 
sat the offender, while the other end 
of the plank was manipulated so as 
to plunge her, tongue and all, into 
the water. But this did not cure 
gossiping. 

In England and Scotland at one 
time the individual with the loose 
tongue was subjected to what was 
called a “scold’s’’ or “ gossip’s bri- 
die.” It consisted of a framework of 
lron locked on the head and armed 
in front with a gag or spike or iron 
pin which pressed against the of- 
fender’s tongue when she [or he] 
opened her mouth. 
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Being led through the town with this 
on her head may have taught the 
one particular individual to hold her 
tongue. But it didn’t stop gossip. 

Scandalmongers in New Jersey were 
treated recently to an airing in the 
advertising columns of the town news- 
paper. But it is doubtful if many 
tongues have been stilled through this 
modern method of meeting the evil. 
The love of gossip is too deeply in- 
grained in too many people to be 
scared out of existence by threat of 
ducking stool, bridle or banishment 
from the community. 

There are few people in the world 
who do not enjoy gossip. It is in its 
varying degrees and strength that we 
differ from one another. 

One Woman’s Rule. 

I have known one woman, and she 
is of German extraction, the rule of 
whose house was: “No gossiping 
here.”” Not even gossip of the light 
variety was permitted. Her distaste 
for it was so well known that few 
would dare venture a lifted eyebrow, 
much less a remark disparaging of 
any one’s character. One bold guest 
did dare an unsavory morsel at the 
dinner table. The hostess rose indig- 
nantly and proceeded to her room, 
where she stayed until the guest’ de- 
parted, never to return again. 

This woman lived With her husband 


in a huge house of many guest rooms 
which were constantly filed with the 
clan and friends. She was the mother 
of eight. She was one of eight her- 
self, and her husband was one of 
eleven children. Their house was the 
scene of the clan gatherings on 
holidays and anniversaries. But gos- 
sip never livened the occasions. And 
they were a famously united family, 
even to the in-laws’ in-laws. 

She, our modern psychologists would 
explain, was that rare phenomenon— 
an individual without a shade of an in- 
feriority complex. | 

Yes, the psychologists are dragging 
our old friend, the i. c. in to explain 
the gossip and her interested listener. 


In their explanation lies a sermon | 


each one, of us may take unto our- 
selves in the ratio of our delight in 
spreading evil tidings, Knowing what 
actually lies behind this taste for 
juicy bits, perhaps next time we will 
not be so willing .to lend both ears 
to the shortcomings and weaknesses 
of a sister or brother. 

Better than halter, bridle or duck- 
ing stool as a corrective measure is 
an understanding of what gossip and 
love of gossip really are. 

Those who make a study of human 
frailties are unanimous in their opin- 
ion that gossiping will endure until 
people are rid of the feeling of inferi- 
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ority which makes them project their 
own shortcomings and weaknesses 
into other people. In any considera- 
tion of the psychology of gossip the 
inferiority complex stands convicted 
on its own evidence. , 


It Boils Down to Envy. 


The worst gossipers have the worst 
feeling of inferiority. By spreading 
reports disparaging to others they 
minimize their own sense of inferi- 
ority. 

Not a pretty charge—but think it 
over. 


Hollywood might work out an excel- 
lent alibi for the gossip attacks to 
which they are particularly susceptible 
on the theory that their superior 
wages, superior fame, superior extrav- 
agances in living would necessarily 
make them an easy target for the 


‘rest of us who must ride in subways. 


Dr. Goodwin B. Watson, an educa- 
tional psychologist of Teachers col- 
lege, said in a recent interview: “ Peo- 
ple who gossip read into others their 
Own particular weaknesses. It is a. 
characteristic not infrequently found 
among reformérs. People of this type 
often project their own shortcomings 
and weaknesses into other groups of 
people, and then set out to reform 
them. Then, too, there is the almost 
universal 
towards being cruel. The instinct to 
torture exists in nearly all of us. Gos- 
sip, by giving pain to some other in- 
dividual, gratifies this instinct.”’

EOPLE who are “skinny” need 
&@ more liberal diet of fat in cold 
weather than do those who are 
well clothed in fat layers. They 
heed it in order just to keep warm, 
but everybody needs fat foods for fuel 
uses in winter time. 
Winter drives and consumes. It is 
not half because spring has come that 
people get sick, but because win- 
{ with all its exhaustions, has 
bken them down. The young need 
fat foods in winter because they are 
# active, but the old need them, too, 
because they n°--4 to keep fe-d 
fires glowing. We all must stir about 
more vigérously in winter than ‘7 
summer; therefo-e, we need this most 
vigorous of all foods. Weight for 
weight, a pure fat yields two and a 
half times the energy a pure starch 
does, and these two are our human 
fuels. “he human body must be 
stccked constantly with foods that are 
just fuels because its chief and con- 
stant need is for the power these yield 
“energy and heat. 
We are incessantly active and must 
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When eaters know how to use them 
with discretion and when cooks know 
how to cook them at all well. > 
The only fat food some people get 
in their diet is that, which they get in 
some combination in which it has lost 
its identity, as it does in cakes and 
puddings and even in the dressings of 
Vegetables. They also get it in the 
finer meats. which, though they may 
Seem to be lean, are far from being 
80. 
Cooking Fats.

Cooking Smoked Pork Pieces. 

Brisket bacon, “sweet meats,” 
blades, smoked hocks, when boiled, 
furnish serviceable meat bits for win- 
ter use. Im the case of brisket bacon 
the fat may be the most profitable 
part of the service it yields. 

The lean is likely to be _ stringy, 
especially if it is not cooked to per- 
fection. But when the meat is first 
made as clean as a rose even the fat 
which rises on the pot liquor is good 
for cooking and the fat of meat 
can be as satisfactory in its o way 
as butter for a sandwich filling. I 
once tried such a sandwich on a man 
who said “I do not like fat, but this 
is as good as anything I ever tasted.” 


Preparing Bacon Pieces. 

When we fry rashers of bacon we 
think them superior if the smoked 
part is cut off and, of course, the rind 
of the bacon is always cut off. In 
preparing boiling bacon pieces we want 
to proceed om much the same princi- 
ple. They need paring or trimming, 
but first, before this is done, they must 
be scraped and perhaps scraped again. 

Always scrape the surface somewhat 
before adding water, then rinse off with 
hot water, then, if they need soaking, 
cover them with water just at the 
boiling point and let them stand for 
three hours or more. If the smoking 
is bona fide they are likely to be salty 
and need the soaking on that account. 
It is well to get them as clean as pos- 


sible before the soaking, but after | 


that they can be scraped somewhat and 
rinsed off. 
Seasoning Boiling Bacon. 
With a piece of bacon as clean as a 
rose, cover it with cold water in the 
kettle in which it is to be cooked and 
add one onion and a carrot, both cut 
up. Bring the whole to a boil slowly, 
cover the kettle and cook gently over 
the lowest possible fire without let- 
ting the boiling ever cease, but never 
letting it be hard. | 
A piece of brisket bacon will cook 
best, perhaps, if three hours are al- 
lowed. In the last hour we may fur- 
ther season it and also utilize in a 
sense its pot liquor. We may also get 
a good material for hash if we add 
: ‘eral onions, half a dozen slices 
yellow turnip, several smal! carro 
and green pepper, or a pod or two of 
dried pepper may do. The ~--etables 
are cooked for a nice hash, but they 
also improve the bacon. When the 
bacon has cooked tender, we may serve 
it hot with some plain be‘led potato 
and some of the vegetables, or we may 
finish it in the oven as we do ham, and 


it is excellent either hot or cold, 


Oven Finishing. 

The akin on boiled bacon bre’ ; eas- 
ily, but if careful we can remove it in 
a satisfactory way and stick the fat 
with a few c’--es, then co~ it with 
a thick layer of brown sugar and bake 
it in the oven for half an ‘our on a 
rack in a pan. The fire must not be 
too hot, for otherwise too much fat 
wil! cook out and be a total loss, br 
cause the heat injures it. The baking 
improves the fat in a palatable way. 
even though a little is wasted. 

The sugar used may he mixed with 
a little bit of mustard and vinegar, but 
the brown sugar alone, mingling with 
the fat, givés the surface a superior 
brown shine. Serve from the oven 
with a garnish of or hot 
vegetables, or some of a puree “a> %, 
It can be presented in such & fashion 
as to be quite good enough for a meal 
offered to guests. 7 

The Hash. 

Chop the mixture of vegetables 
cooked with the bacon, put a table- 
spoon of the fat from the top of the 
pot liquor in the pan [a little butter 
may be used for seasoning], lightly 
brown an onion in it, and perhaps 


some green sweet pepper, add the 
vegetables chopped and a little of the 
pot liquor, and stir well. In order to 
have two brown crusts on the hash, 
finish it in the oven or let it cook 
on top of the~stove gently until it 
can be doubled over like an omelet. 

A tomato sauce is good with this 
hash, or an easier sauce to make is 
simply to cook together one tomato, 
one onion and one green pepper, all 
cut fine. Serve this or the tomato 
sauce exceedingly hot. 


Using the Pot Liquor. 

Some people like to cook dried peas 
in the pot liquor of boiled bacon in- 
stead of in plain water. It depends 
upon what use one wishes tq make 
of the peas after they are cooked 
whether this is better than the water. 
Pearl hominy to be served as a vege- 
table may also be cooked in it, but 
not unless the bacon has been so well 
trimmed as to leave the water without 
a smoky flavor. 

Perhaps some people would not like 
the bacon as well this way as when 
cooked in plain water—eight times as 
much liquid as of hominy when put 
to cook—but it is a little more savory, 
and having the fat and vegetable fla- 
vor in it, it is good for a vegetable 
course, especially for hungry people. 

While we cook pear] hominy in plain 
water with eight times its measure, it 
is necessary to use only four times its 
measure of pot liquor sops to cook it 
quite dry, as it will be with this 
amount of liquid, for the vegetable 
use. Add the pot liquor, let it come 
to the boiling point and then simmer 
for three hours. With a fat pot liquor 
no butter will be needed, but a little 
can be added to make it more palat- 
able, 

Boiled Ham Fat. \ 

There is just the difference between 
ham fat which is indifferently treated 
and that which results from beautiful 
seasoning of the meat while it is cook- 
ing and baking afterwards with some 
sort of a-carame! cover that there is 
between plain raw cream and an ele- 
gant whipped, sweetened and flavored 
cream. Practically the same thing has 
been done to the one fat as to the 
other, except that the ham fat had to 
be heated and cooked in the process

' Fried Bacon Fat with Rice. 

In cooking a savory rice the un- 
burned bacon fat from the broiling or 
frying of rashers of bacon will season 
the rice more acceptably, perhaps, 
than any other sort of fat... Use one- 
fourth cup of bacon fat to half a cup 
of rice and one and one-half cup of 
water. 

If this combination is to be flavored 
with vegetables, onion and green pep- 
per, or one or the other, these can 
be previously cooked for fifteen min- 
utes in the water to which the rice is 
added, with the bacon fat finally. 

Pot Roasting Bacon Squares. 

Make a piece of bacon immaculate. 
A piece no larger than a pound can 
be pot roasted with agreeable effects. 
Have a little fat in the pot roasting 
kettle, put in two or three sliced on- 
ions, two sliced carrots, some celery, a 
little parsley and whatever other sea- 
sonings you choose. Cover them and 
let the juices start out with heat over 
a gentle fire, then put the bacon on 
this bed of vegetables and from time to 
time basté it with the liquid from 
them, with the smal] amount of fat 
that will cook out of the bacon. If any 
other liquid is used let it be a sirup, 
but with it more careful cooking is 
required because sugar burns easily. 

In addition to the vegetables one 
may put in some cooked prunes and 
some candied orange or lemon peel, 
dry and powdered, any of which makes 
an excellent seasoning‘ for the bacon. 
Cook a small piece slowly for about 
an hour with three or four bastings. 
This makes delicious slices for a sand- 
wich filling, or it is excellent hot as 
a meat dish, even when the bacon is 
scarcely streaky. 

It is possible with aromatics and_ 
fruits and essences to make almost 
any clean fat edible. So true is this 
that within a year ice cream has been 
made from oils.

AVING just finished an article 
on the unwisdom of overstimu- 
lating children mentally and 
nervously, especially exceptignal 

children, I was particularly interested 
to receive in my mail a perfect sched- 
ule for the 5 year old child to live by. 
Our lives are lived at a much higher 
tension, with more of noise, of di- 
version, of- distraction than ever be- 
fore, and because this is so, we must 
make it our business to see that our 


‘} young children live with as much 


serenity and as much regularity as 
possible, so that they may gain physi- 
cal and spiritual poise. 

A day ordered wisely and well by a 
mother-who knows what she is about 
does a great deal toward achieving this 
end. But there are many mothers 
who are young and inexperienced, and 
many others who in the busy-ness of 
their days do not plan properly the 
‘lives of their little children, 

\. Knowing this, the National Kinder- 
garten and Elementary college of 
Evanston, Ill., has had a survey made 
by child specialists under the direc- 


jtion of Miss Edna Dean Baker, presi- 


dent, with the idea of working out a 
perfect schedule for the child of 5 
years. Naturally, every mother will 
not be able to subscribe literally to this 
régime, but I am going to quote it 
in full, as being a really practical and 
helpful guide to the ordering of a 5 
year old’s day frgm the time he wakes 
in the morning until he goes to sleep 
at night. | 
The Perfect Type. | 

“The perfect 5 year old should be 
4 feet 7 inches tall, weigh 41% pounds, 
and measure 22% inches around the 
chest. He should have clear skin, firm 
flesh, bright, wide open eyes, glossy 
hair, erect posgure both sitting and 
standing, and alert, springy muscles, 
which respond readily to stimuli. He 
should be havpy and contented most 
of the time, not easily irritated or tired, 
and active mentally and physically. 
And his day should go like this: 

“At 6:45 a. m. he is awake and 
ready to get up when mother calls.

Mother reads 
stories for a while, then helps him find 
some good music on the radio and he 
listens to this or looks at pictures 
while she gets supper ready. Some- 
times he is allowed to help in the kit- 
chen or with the setting of the table 
for supper, which he has earlier than | 
mother and father.

Some points are particularly 
by the National Kindergarten and Ele- 
mentary college in the survey, espe- 
cially the proper atmosphere in the 
home, the early formation of proper 
habits and attitudes, proper respect 
for the child’s intelligence, and proper 
care of his physical needs in food, 
clothing and environment. 

Each mother will find a few points 
of divergence from these suggestions. 
A few of my own would be that many 
5 year olds seem unable to take a nap 
though they can be made to rest, and 
that most 5 year olds require an ear- 
lier bed hour than the one mentioned 
in the survey. But on the whole I 
think this a valuable contribution, and 
one well worth studying, especially the 
final paragraph.

. to the home decorator who has a 
Chair, sofa, or davenport to reuphol- 
ster, it is advisable to make a few: no- 
tations on paper before actually pur- 
chasing the material. These notations 
will be found both helpful to te pur-

Sstering fabrics are continually being 


introduced on the market that it is 
almost impossible for the home deco- 
rator to keep abreast of the times. It 
is for this reason that we shall en- 
deavor, in this article, to cover the 
field as comprehensively as possible. 

There must be variety of texture, de- 
sign, and color in the fabrics used, if 
4 room is to appear interesting. It is 
never advisable to have more than two 
pieces of furniture covered with the 
same fabric in the same room. If the 
room is rathef small and dark, confine 
your selections to those fabrics that 
reflect light rather than absorb it and 


that are either plain, two-toned or are 


of small pattern. It is in the large, 
light room that fabrics of heavy or 
piled texture can be used and the size 
of the design may be large or medium 
as desired, but at all times in propor- 


tion to the furniture which the ma- , 


terial is to cever. 


Of the many fabrics which can be 
used for upholstering furniture of 
adapted or authentic period style, the 
following aré the most representative: 
mohair [plain.or figured in pile weave], 
cotton and wool tapestries [plain or 
figured], cotton velour, silk velour 
lplain, two-toned and antique], ramie 
velour, linen velour [plain, ribbed, 
striped, or figured, the latter being re- 
ferred to usually as l'nen frisé, mean- 
ing ‘“‘curly,”’ or “looped” in French], 
brocatelle, antique satin. upholstery 
satin, damask, brocade, “cut” or bro- 
caded silk velvet, heavy brocaded taf- 
feta, printed and hand blocked linen, 
mohair of plain weave [printed, em- 
broidered, and in plain colors], cre- 
tonne, warp print, Crewel embroidered 
linen, quilted prints and chintzes, 
glazed chintz, sateen, denim  |[plain, 
striped, or figured], heavy crash or 
monk's cloth, plain linen, and the new 
novelty weaves in cotton stripes and 
checks. 


For the room of early American in- 
spiration we find the  cretonnes, 
chintzes, crashes, cotton checks and 
stripes, denims, quilted prints and 
chintzes, mohair in plain weave, 
sateen, and plain.linens playing an im- 
portant role as upholstering fabrics.

Then, there are the many fabrics 
which may be used in the home of 
Georgian colonial period which may 


boast of any one Offour cabinet, mak- 
ers’ furniture; Chippendale, Heppel- 
white, Adam or Sheraton.» Here we 
find that it is possible to use a Va- 
riety pf interesting fabrics such as 
large and small patterned damasks, 
silk velours, antique satins, cotton ve- 
Jours, linen frisé, small patterned silk 
brocades, hand blocked linens, etc. * 


Lovely silk brocaded velvets, plain 
silk velours, large formal patterned 
silk *brocades, tapestries patterned 
after the famous Gobelins and Beau- 
vais in gros and petit point, and 
damasks of large and formal design, 
may be used appropriately on the fur- 
niture of the Louis XIV. and XV. pe- 
riods. 

Of the early and late English furni- 
ture of adapted and authentic style 
found on the market today we may 
have our choice of numerous fabrics 
which can be suitably used for cover- 
ing. Since furniture of the Elizabe- 
than, Jacobean, William and Mary pe- 
riods is somewhat massive in construc- 
tion and design, fabrics of like na- 
ture must be used for upholstering it. 
Queen Anne furniture is heavy, though 
not exactly massive, and many pieces 
of this period may be_ upholstered in 
heavy textured fabrics. Appropriate 
fabric selections may be made for any 
one of these four period styles in fur-

Another. 


TS going to be a dull season in 
Germany if the proposed anti-gos- 
sip amendment goes into the con- 
stitution. No more back fence

nal. 

The reichstag judiciary committee 
has on its list of reform movements 
for early submission the proposal to 
make gossiping an offense punishable, 
in extreme cases, by banishment trom 
tne community. 

Whether such measure will hold the 
tongue that won't be stilled remains 
to be seen. But ore of the framers 
of the code is quoted as saying that 
just as there are prisons for criminals 
and asylums for the insane, so there 
should be institutions or colonies to 
which sorely tried communities could 
commit their offending gossips. 


It would be an interesting experi- 
ment to establish a colony to which 
only malicious tongued individuals were 
eligible. One wonders what would be 
the atmosphere at the end of six 
weeks or six months—one of blood- 
shed and riot, or peace. provoked by 
the fear that the other fellow might 
go one better if you started a tale. 
it has been a private ambition of 
mine to have a couple of the worst 
tale bearers known to me incearcer- 
ated in some spot from which there 
would be no escape possible for either. 
Then I'd find out whether the experi- 
ment would not lead to a permanent 
cure. It is impossible to guess at 
the consequence, gossip being the 
deep rooted obsession it is with some 


people. 
' Old Fashioned Punishment. 

The attempt to cure the mischie- 
yous tale bearer is no new reform 
movement. In our own early history 
we have pictures of the ducking stool, 
also used for scolds. Upon the stool 
fastened firmly on the end of a plank 
sat the offender, while the other end 

gf the plank was manipulated so as 

to plunge her, tongue and all, inio 
the water. But this did not cure 
gossiping. 

In England and Scotland at one 
time the individual with the loose 
tongue was subjected to what was 
called a “scold’s”’ or “ gossip’s bri- 
jie.” It consisted of a framework of 
ron locked on the head and armed 
® front with a gag or spike or iron 
jn which pressed against the of- 
fnder’s tongue when she [or he] 
opened her mouth. 
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Being led through the town with this 
on her head may have taught the 
one particular individual to hold her 
tongue. But it didn’t stop gossip. 

Scandalmongers in New Jersey were 
tregted recently to an airing in the 
advertising columns of the town news- 
paper. But it is doubtful if many 
tongues have been stilled through this 
modern method of meeting the evil. 
The love of gossip is too deeply in- 
grained in too many people to be 
scared out of existence by threat of 
ducking stool, bridle or banishment 
from the community. 

There are few people in the world 
who do not enjoy gossff. It is in its 
varying degrees and strength that we 
differ from one another. 

One Woman’s Rule. 


I have. known one woman, and she 
is of German extraction, the rule of 
Whose house was: gossiping 
here.’’

Their house was the 
scene of all the clan gatherings on 
holidays and anniversaries. But gos- 
sip never livened the occasions. And 
they were a famously united family, 
even to the in-laws’ in-laws. 

She, our modern psychologists would 
explain, was that rare phenomenon— 
an individual without a shade of an in- 
feriority complex. 

Yes, the psychologists are dragging 
our old friend, the i. c. in to explain 
the gossip and her interested listener. 
In their explanation lies a sermon 
each one, of us may take unto our- 
selves in the ratio of our delight in 
spreading evil tidings. Knowing what 
actually lies behind this taste for 
juicy bits, perhaps next time we will 
not be so willing to lend both ears 
to the shortcomings and weaknesses 
of a gister or brother. 

Better than halter, bridle or duck- 
ing stool as a corrective measure is 
an understanding of what gossip and 
love of gossip really are. 

Those who make a study of human 
frailties are unanimous in their opin- 
ion that gossiping will endure until 
people are rid of the feeling of inferi-

The worst gossipers have the worst 
feeling of inferiority.

Hollywood might work out an excel- 
lent alibi for the gossip attacks to 
which they are particularly susceptible 
on the theory that their superior 
wages, superior fame, superior extray-

rest of us who must ride in subways. 


Dr, Goodwin B. Watson, an educa- 
tional psychologist of Teachers col- 
lege, said in a recent interview: “‘ Peo- 
ple who gossip read into others their 
own particular weaknesses. It is a 
characteristic not infrequently found 
among reformers. People of this type 
often project their own shortcomings 
and weaknesses into other groups of 
people, and then set out to’ reform 
them. Then, too, there is the almost 
universal tendency toward sadism, 
towards being cruel. The instinct to 
torture exists in nearly all of us. Gos- 
sip, by giving pain to some dther in- 
dividual, gratifies this instinct.”

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The Greatest Food, 
Power for Bluffing Old 
Winter Resides in 

the Fat Foods 


By Jane Eddington 

EOPLE who are “skinny” need 

a more liberal diet of fat in cold 

weather than do those who are 

well clothed in fat layers. They 
heed it in order just to keep warm, 
but everybody needs fat foods for fuel 
uses in winter time. 

Winter drives and consumes... It is 
not half because spring has come that 
some people get sick, but because win- 
ter, with all its exhaustions, has 
broken them down. The young need 
fat foods in winter because they are 
80 active, but the old need them, too, 
because they keep 
fires glowing. We all must stir about 
more vigorously in winter than ‘ 
summer: therefore, we need this most 
Vigorous of all foods. Weight for 
weight, a pure fat yields two and a 
half times the energy @ pure 58 
does, and these two are our human 
fuels. “he human body must be 
Stccked constantly with foods that are 
just fuels because its chief and con- 
stant need is for the power these yield 
“energy and heat. 

We are incessantly active and must 
have the energy to promote tha- ac- 
tivity. This comes f- ~m the right 
foods intelligently taken for that rea- 
son, We must keep up our body tem- 
perature, and if we do not supply the 
fuel for it we burn out, using our own 
built-up tissues, or the most expensive 
‘fuels in the world. It is for this rea-

Cooking Fats.

Cooking Smoked Pork Pieces. 

Brisket bacon, “sweet meats,” 
blades, smoked hocks, when boiled, 
furnish serviceable meat bits for win- 
ter use. In the case of brisket bacon 
the fat may be the most profitable 
part of the service it yields. 3 

The lean is likely to be stringy, 
especially if it is not cooked to per- 
fection. But when the meat is first 
made as clean as a rose even the fat 
which rises on the pot liquor is good 
for cooking and the fat of the meat 
can be as satisfactory in its own way 
as butter, for a sandwich filling. I 
once tried such a sandwich on a man 
who said “I do not like fat, but this 
is as good as anything I ever tasted.” 


Preparing Bacon Pieces. 

When we fry rashers of bacon we 
think them superior if the smoked 
part is cut off and, of course, the rind 
of the bacon is always cut off. In 
preparing boiling bacon pieces we want 
to- proceed on much the same princi- 
ple. They need paring or trimming, 
but first, before this is done, they must 
be scraped and perhaps scraped again. 

* Always scrape the surface somewhat 
befére adding water, then rinse off with 
hot water, then, if they need soaking, 
cover them with water just at the 
boiling point and let them stand for 
three hours or more. If the smoking 
is bona fide they are likely to be salty 
and need the soaking on that account. 
It is well to get them as clean as pos- 
sible before the soaking, but after 
that they can be scraped somewhat and 
rinsed off. \ 

Seasoning Boiling Bacon. 

With a piece of bacon as clean as a 
rose, cover it with cold water in the 
kettle in which it is to be cooked and 
add one onion and a carrot, both cut 
up. Bring the whole to a boil slowly, 
cover the kettle and cook gently over 
the lowest possible fire without let- 
ting the boiling ever cease, but never 
letting it be hard. — 

A piece of brisket bacon will cook 
best, perhaps, if three hottrs are al- 
lowed. In the last hour we may fur- 
ther season it and also utilize in a 
sense its pot liquor. We may also get 
a good material for hasl if we add 
s ‘eral onions, half a dozen slices of 
yellow turnip, several emall carrots 
and green pepper, or a pod or two of 
dried pepper may do. The _ ~--etables 
are cooked for a nice hash, but they 
also improve the bacon. When the 
bacon has cooked tender, we may serve 
it hot with some plain be"'ed potz‘o 
and some of the vegetables, or we may 
finish it in the oyen as we do ham, and 
it is excellent either hot or cold. 

Oven Finishing. 

™he skin on boiled bacon bre’ ; eas- 
ily, but if careful we can remove it in 
a satisfactory way and stick the fat 
with a few c’---s, then co~ it with 
a thick layer of brown sugar and bake 
it in the oven for half an ‘iour on a 
rack in a pan. The fire must not he 
too hot, for otherwise too much fat 
will cook out and be a total loss, b- 
cause the heat injures it. The baking 
improves the fat in a palatable way. 
even though a little is wasted. 

The sugar used may be mixed with 
a little bit of mustard and vinegar, but 
the brown sugar alone, mingling with 
the fat, gives the surface a superior 
brown shine. Serve from the oven

as to be quite good enough for a meal 
offered to guests. | 
The Hash. 
Chop the mixture of vegetables 
cooked with the bacon, put a table- 
spoon of the fat from the top of the 


pot liquor in the pan {a little butter 
may be used for seasoning}, lightly 
brown an onion in it, and perhaps 


some green sweet pepper, add the 
vegetables chopped and a little of the 
pot liquor, and stir well. In order to 
have two brown crusts on the hash, 
finish it in the oven or let it cook 
on top of the stove gently until it 
can be doubled over like an omelet. 

A tomato sauce is good with this 
hash, or an easier sauce to make is 
simply to cook together one tomato, 
one onion and one green pepper, all 
cut fine. Serve this or the tomato 
sauce exceedingly hot. 


Using the Pot Liquor. 

Some people like to cook dried peas 
in the pot liquor of boiled bacon in- 
stead of in plain water. It depends, 
upon what use one wishes to make 
of the peas after they are cooked 
whether this is better than the water. 
Pearl hominy to be served as a vege- 
table may also be cooked in it, but 
not unless the bacon has been so well 
trimmed as to leave the water without 
a smoky flavor. ; 

‘Perhaps some people would not like 
the bacon as well this way as when 
cooked in plain water—eight times as 
much liquid as of hominy when put 
to cook—but it is a little more savory, 
and having the fat and vegetable fla- 
vor in it, it is good for a vegetable 
course, especially for hungry people. 


While we cook pearl hominy in plain 
water with eight times its measure, it 
is necessary to use only four times its 
measure of pot liquor sops to cook it 
quite dry, as it will be with this 
amount of liquid, for the vegetable 
use. Add the pot liquor, let it come 
to the boiling point and then simmer 
for three hours. With a fat pot liquor 
no butter will be needed, but a little 
can bé added to make it more palat- 
able. 

Boiled Ham Fat. 

There is just the difference between 
ham fat which is indifferently treated 
and that which results from beautiful 
seasoning of the meat while it is cook- 
ing and baking afterwards with some 
sort of a caramel cover that there is 
between plain raw cream and an ele- 
gant whipped, sweetened and flavored 
cream. Practically the same thing has 
been done to the One fat as to the 
other, except that the ham fat had to 
be heated and cooked in the process 
so as to be penetrated with the flavor. 

When so penetrated it is excellent 
for a spread on bread in making sand- 
wiches, and may be used in seasoning 
and flavoring vegetables. When ham 
fat is correctl¥? cooked it will be white 
and lightly spiced, and once the idea 
ef its being hateful is overcome, al- 
most any one will like it between two

Fried Bacon Fat with Rice. | 
In cooking a savory rice the un- 


burned bacon fat from the broiling or | 


frying of rashers of bacon will season 
the rice more acceptably, perhaps, 
than any other sort of fat. Use one- 
fourth cup of bacon fat to half a cup 
of rice and one and one-half cup of: 
water. 

If this combination is to be flavored 


with vegetables, onion and green pep-’ 


per, or one or the other, these can 
be previously cooked for fifteen min- 
utes in the water to which the rice is 
added, with the bacon fat finally. _ 

Pot Roasting Bacon Squares. 

Make a piece of bacon immaculate. 
A piece no larger than a pound can 
be pot roasted with agreeable, effects. 
Have a little fat in the pot roasting 
kettle, put in two or three sliced on- 
ions, two sliced carrots, some celery, a 
little parsley and whatever other sea- 
sonings you choose. Cover them and 
let the juices start out with heat over 
a gentle fire, then put the bacon on 
this bed of vegetables and from time to 
time ‘baste it with the liquid from 
them, with the small amount of fat 
that will cook out of the bacon. If any 
other liquid is used let it be a sirup, 
but with it more careful cooking is 
required because sugar burns easily. 

In addition to the vegetables one 
may put in some cooked prunes and 
some capdied orange or lemon peel, 
dry and powdered, any of which makes 
an excellent seasoning for the bacon. 
Cook a small piece slowly for about 
an hour with three or four bastings. 
This makes delicious slices for a sand- 
wich filling, or it is excellent hot as 
a meat dish, even when the bacon is 
scarcely streaky. 

It is possible with aromatics and 
fruits and essences to make almost 
any clean fat edible. So true is this 
that within a year ice cream has been 
made from oils.

SN’T it odd that the orchard fruits 
at the two vital stages of their lives 
should have to find a way to get 
help from members of the animal 

kingdom or perish! 

The first of these great emergencies 
when the fruits must call in outside 
aid is at the time of blossoming. The 
purpose of the flower is to make seed 
that this race of plants may go on. If 
any group of plants failed for a gener- 
ation in seed making it would disap- 
pear from the earth. So this seed mak- 
ing is very important. | | 

Most flowers, however, can’t set seed 
unless they can get some pollen from 
vther flowers to fertilize them. It is 
here that the flowers call in members 
of the animal worlé. They ask the 
insects, the bees principally, to carry 
pollen from one blossom to the other. 

Flowers make themselves beautiful 


They give off sweet odors for the 
same purpose. Then each puts a drop 
of honey in its cup as a bribe to the 
bee to make it a visit. The bee comes. 
It brings on its fuzzy head pollen it 
has got.in a visit to another flower. 
Some of this pollen drops off, fertilizes 
the flower and it sets seeds. The first 


ward growing new plants to take its 
place when it is gone. 

The next important step is getting 
that seed planted when it is ripe. Some 


make their seeds ride the winds to a 
new home. The oak tree depends on, 
the squirrel to plant its acorns. Such 
trees as the apple and the peach had 
to find a way of their own.

PELION on Ossa mass of facts can be assembled and 
mounted plainly, or ornately.

exact, a larger fraction of a calorie to measure it than any other 
type of food molecule whatsoever requires, which is saying that it 
has the highest potential, as nourishment, for this or any other 
miserable sinner. A nice collection of such molecules is as fur 
toat and mittens, gas or electric heater, furnace or oil burner—at 
any rate a great guardian against the well known, yea, famous Mr.

Three, or better four, ounces of fat per day in the diet, or even 
more in winter, help 1 keep the doctor away, or arc a real protec- 
tion from those trials which makes the doctor inevitable.

_ Kellogg and Taylor, war-time writers on “ The Food Prob- 
lem,” have succinctly expressed two fat facts thus: “A diet low in 
fat does not lend itself to our normal types of cooking. Foods 
prepared without fat are not naturally cooked and do not suit the 
taste. A diet low in fat is rapidly digested and inasmuch as the 
sense of satiation in alimentation is in part connected with the 
duration of the process of digestion, fat free foods do not give the 
normal satisfaction.” In other words, it takes longer to make over 
fats into us, but that is an advantage. As long as the making over 
is good, or under way we do not feel hungry, which is often incon- 
venient. |

the fat used in such cookery is butter. There are reasons why 
a cook cannot spoil butter fat without knowing it, as she can 
_ other fats and be totally ignorant of the fact, sometimes quarrel- 
somely ignorant. Fats that are cooked with too hot a fire are 
decomposed. In their breaking up—because subjected to too much 
fire—they not only become unwholesome foods, but they lessen the 
~ value greatly of everything with which they are combined. Neither 
should fats used in cookery, as a medium, be tepid or half hot. 
They have more than one sort of worth when just hot enough, 
clean enough, right in every way. Fat rightly used in dressing 
vegetables doubly promotes dietary safety as well as illustrating

per, ginger, etc. Alone these have not sufficient flavor to sharpen 
the appetite and what they have needs changing.

be made or a hash is to be heated up. They save the time required 
to use fresh seasonings with each piece of work. These are potted 
seasonings, as it were, as well as fat food. 


Render in a double boiler over gently boiling water, so gently 
that in two hours it will scarcely waste at all. All raw fats weather 
rapidly in summer, and a bit even in winter, unless sterilized in 
some way and this should be held in mind in preparing suet. 

In cleaning it, pare off any doubtful surfaces and remove. 
veins. If chilled it may then be put through the food chopper when 
it is ready for the rendering. Finally, strain and put in little pots 
which can be closely covered. This is so thoroughly sterile that 
it will keep for weeks without moulding and is excellent for potting 
meat and fish. 7
